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THE CAMPAIGN IN VIRGINIA. 


NOTHER week of general activity finds the Army 
still lying in the neighborhood of Petersburgh, 
having persistently endeavored to break through the 
enemy’s lines at several different points, but thus far 
without success. Sunday and Monday of last week 
were not distinguished by any fighting near the city, 
and the latter day was especially quiet; but, at other 
portions of the line there were noticeable operations. 
The enemy continued to entrench on the west side of 
the Appomattox as busily as our own forces on the 
east side. Having recovered from immediate appre- 
hension of losing Petersburgh, the enemy turned his 
attention in other directions. The old lines in front 
of Bermuda Hundred had been hastily deserted, as 
has been said, by BEAUREGARD, in his hurry to rein- 
force Petersburgh. And before the leading division 
of LONGSTREET’S corps could reach the entrench- 
ments, the Tenth corps had got into them and cut the 
Petersburgh and Richmond Railroad. They were 
driven back, however, his former works redccupied by 
the enemy, and the railroad, after a day’s delay, put 
into perfect repair. From these lines as a basis, the 
enemy began to make slight demonstration in front, 
and also raiding movements in the neighborhood of the 
James. On Sunday night, the 19th, he succeeded in 
destroying the wharves at Wilcox’s and Westover 
landings, and sent squads along the river to do what 
injury might be practicable. He also threw up earth- 
works near Turkey Bend, but was easily shelled out 
by gunboats. 

Early on Monday morning, the 20th, a strong caval- 
ty force, with some artillery, swept down upon White- 
House, where General ABERCROMBIE, with about 
2,000 men, of whom a third part were convalescents, 
was guarding SHERIDAN’S wagon train, till the latter 
should return from hisraid. The wagons were parked 
behind breastworks. Our skirmishers in the region 
of Cold Harbor were driven in, and, on the enemy’s 
approaching White-House, our gunboats in the river 
and two field batteries, opened on him. The shelling 
and subsequent skirmishing lasted during the day. 
In the afternoon SHERIDAN’S forces arrived, and the 
enemy drew off. The losses were comparatively tri- 
fing on both sides. The enemy’s cavalry continued 
for some days to infest the Pamunkey. 

TUESDAY, THE 2187. 


On Tuesday, the 2\st, active movements were again | 
commenced by the main Army, and once more by the 
inevitable process of extending the left flank. The 
general design of the new manceuvre was to sever the 
enemy's southern railroadcommunications. The first 
toad south of the James is the Petersburgh and Nor- 
folk, of course in our possession. The next, running 


due south from Petersburgh to Weldon was the one 
to occupy and destroy. Accordingly, on Monday 
night, the Second corps, which, as will be remember- 
ed, occupied the right centre of the line, moved 
out from its entrenchments to the left—the Ninth and 
& part of the Eighteenth corps extending to close up 





the gap. These manceuvres caused some commotion 
during the night, and sharp picket skirmishing broke 
out thereupon as usual; for hardly a guard can be re- 
lieved without receiving a few shots from riflemen. 

On Tuesday morning, the Second corps, under 
Birney, struck across the Petersburgh and Norfolk 
Railroad, and marched in a southerly direction as rap- 
idly as possible, under an intense sun and in stifling 
and blinding dust. The corps pushed on with the 
same intrepidity of movement which has characteriz- 
ed the previous marches by the flank in the enemy’s 
presence, while GRIFFIN’s division of the Fifth corps 
was detached to follow in the same direction, and the 
Sixth corps also moved out in support. Before noon, 
the maincolumn halted ; and BARLOw’s division, in the 
course of the afternoon, with the Second sharpshooters 
skirmishing in advance, was sent forward, and struck 
upon the enemy’s lines in the neighborhood of the 
Jerusalem Road, which bisects into nearly equal parts, 
the region between the Norfolk Railroad and the Wel- 
don Railroad. The division was halted and put into 
position, and skirmishers advanced. They meta stout 
resistance from the enemy’s dismounted cavalry pick- 
ets, and further penetration developed infantry in force 
and artillery planted in earthworks. It was evident, 
therefore, that the enemy had not neglected to defend 
the Weldon Railroad, and resistance must be expect- 
ed. Qur advance was not only checked, but a counter- 
attack was received, and a severe skirmish ensued. 
General BARLow’s advance line was, therefore, pru- 
dently withdrawn, and rejoined the rest of the 
column. GIBBON at the same time had reconnoitred 
towards Petersburgh, without result. Our loss in this 
encounter of the afternoon was something over a hun- 
dred. A few of the enemy were captured, including 
the Colonel and Adjutant of the Third North Caro- 
lina. So threatening was the enemy’s aspect on the 
extreme left that CROWNINSHIELD’s squadron of First 
Massachusetts cavalry were sent round to protect that 
flank, and the corps was retired to form position for 
the night, with Bartow on the left, Morr in the 
centre, and GIBBON on the right. Beyond GIBBON 
was GRIFFIN’sS division of the Fifth corps. The 
Sixth corps was designed to be posted between the 
Second and the Weldon Railroad. Rickerr’s divi- 
sion was soon brought up on BARLOW’S left, and the 
other division followed. The cavalry on the extreme 
left had some skirmishing, and the Rebels made a 
slight dash with cavalry scouts in the evening towards 
our position. But, with the engagement of the after- 
noon and the resumption of line of battle, the day 
closed. The affair took place about three miles below 
the city on what is known as Davis’s Farm, and with- 
in about a mile from the railroad. 

In the lines east of Petersburgh, the day was com- 
paratively quiet. Karly in the morning the Rebels 


| opened towards the headquarters of the Sixth corps, 
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| 





which had not moved at that time, and there was 
more or less firing during the day, especially towards 
the right. The bridges across the Appomattox be- 
tween Petersburgh and Pocahontas had now begun to 
endure a daily process of shelling from our batteries. 
The accuracy of the fire on the railroad bridge has 
greatly interfered with the travel of cars; and the 
annoyance of the enemy is testified by their concen- 
trated fire on our own batteries. Since the affair at 
Cold Harbor the enemy has madg frequent and ac- 
curate use of mortars, and no longer relies so exclu- 
sively as before on a direct fire of artillery. Our own 
forces are bringing siege guns into positions, and the 
booming of artillery will gradually become very heavy. 

On the extreme right of' the line, or, rather, on the 





north of the line, there were simultaneous important 
movements. Karly Tuesday morning, FosTer’s di- 
vision of the Tenth corps crossed the James River by 
a pontoon bridge laid by General WerrzEL the pre- 
vious evening, to a point between Aiken’s Landing 
and Four Mile Creek. Briskly advancing towards the 
Kingsland road, Foster drove in the enemy’s pickets 
and entrenched himself. The locality is called by the 
Richmond papers Deep Bottom, from the depth of 
the river in this vicinity. On the Chesterfield side of 
the river, and six miles from Foster, is the enemy’s 
battery at Howlett’s. Fosrer is about ten miles from 
Richmond, and holds a strong position, flanked by 
gunboats. The Rebel rams are on the west side of 
Dutch Gap, almost within shelling distance of our 
men. From their covert, they sallied forth on Tues- 
day to make an ineffectual attack on our iron-clads, 
but of course speedily retreated. The batteries off 
Howlett’s House took part in the encounter, but 
the whole affair, like all the naval engagements on 
the James hitherto, was, of necessity, very insignifi- 
cant. The heavy Dahlgren guns of the Monitors soon 
silenced the enemy’s batteries, and, in the evening, 
opened on the enemy in front of Foster. This latter 
force consisted, probably, of Richmond City regiments, 
afterwards reinforced somewhat from LONGSTREET’S 
corps, with cavalry support. It held a position near 
Chaffin’s Farm. The day following, there was more 
cannonading, and some manoeuvring of the enemy near 
Foster was noticeable. But he has continued to hold 
his position without molestation, and still threatens 
to some extent the southeasterly approaches to Rich- 
mond. 

While this division marched to the north side, the 
Eighteenth corps, on the other hand, left their old 
camps near Bermuda Hundred, crossed the pontoon 
bridge, once more struck out for Petersburgh, and 
took the position vacated by the Sixth corps, now 
marching southerly. It will be seen, therefore, that 
not only was Tuesday a day of much marching, but 
the different corps of the Army were at one time con- 
siderably separated. On Tuesday night, however, the 
position of the various commands was as follows :— 
First, Fosrer’s division of the Tenth corps was north 
of the James at Deep Bottom. Next, the rest of the 
Tenth corps was with General Bur.er at Bermuda 
Hundred. Thirdly, the entrenchments east of Peters. 
burgh were held by the Eighteenth corps on the right, 
the Ninth in the centre, and the Fifth, except Grir- 
FIN’s division, on the left. Finally, three or four 
miles south, were the Second and Sixth corps, with 
GrirFin of the Fifth, posted as already indicated. 

On this same day, Tuesday, Presipent LINCOLN 
visited Generals GRANT and BUTLER. 


WEDNESDAY’S DISASTER. 


Early on Wednesday, the movement against the 
Weldon Railroad was resumed. It had resolved itself 
into an attempt to secure a severance of communica- 
tions below Petersburgh, now that the capture of this 
city had been despaired of for many days to come. It 
was intended to take the enemy unawares if possible. 
But he was perfectly alert and ready long before our 
men arrived. It had been arranged, however, that 
Wison’s and Kautz’s cavalry should make a détour 
to the south, and cut the railroad ten miles south of 
Petersburgh. This was handsomely accomplished on 
Wednesday morning, although the damage will un- 
doubtedly be but temporary. Meantime, the Sixth 
corps, which had all come up during the night on the 
teft of the Second, prepared to move directly against 
the railroad, in conjunction with the Second. The 
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march was conducted with something of that cool dash 
and insouciance which has characterized many move- 
ments in the campaign. The position of the Second 
corps before the start was directly on the left of the Je- 
rusalem plank-road, with GrsBon resting his right on 
the left of the road, and Grirrin of the Fifth corps on 
the further side. Gipson was found to be well up 
already to the enemy’s works in this vicinity, and 
needed only to go into position and entrench; as any 
further advance by him would bring on a general en- 
gagement before our line was properly established. 
An advance was therefore ordered for the left of the 
line, consisting of the Sixth corps, and Bartow and 
Morr of the Second. The advance was to have been 
made by daybreak. But, unaccountably, neither corps 
marched, both Birney and Wricut seeming each to 
be waiting for the other to lead off. At length each 
corps got orders to advance at once, independently of 
the other, each being cautioned to protect his flank in 
case connection was not made by the other. The line 
had been deployed in quite open style, covering a 
broad extent of ground, and it was considered well to 
mass more closely in the difficult and intricate country» 
and in the presence of the enemy. Accordingly, BAR- 
Low on the left of the Second corps, pressed well in 
to the right, and threw MrLEs’s brigade and another 
into reserve, while the remainder of his troops formed 
the advance line. 

No sooner had he struck into the thick woods, than 
he began to open a gap between his left and the right 
of the Sixth corps, and accordingly disposed flanking 
regiments so as to protect himself at the break. 
Morr, meanwhile, had moved directly to the position 
indicated for him, having without difficulty secured 
it, and had begun to entrench. GIBBON was already 
in position. Bartow having moved forward suffi- 
ciently, was about to entrench also, when he was sud- 
denly startled by firing on his flank, quickly spreading 
towards his rear. The enemy, HILL’s corps, advanc- 
ing to check our movement on the railroad, was swift- 
ly approaching in several solid columns, which follow- 
ed hard on adense cloud of skirmishers. At this 
time, the Sixth corps was far distant on the left and 
rear, and a gap made in our advancing line, like that 
which occurred between the Fifth and Second corps 
in the Wilderness. With more success in the present 
case than before, the enemy took advantage of the 
error. Qne entire division, with MAnoNr’s brigade 
in advance, came driving through the interval. Bar- 
Low’s skirmishers were of course quickly overcome, 
and with a quick appreciation of his advantage, and 
an impetuous rush sweeping all before it, the enemy’s 
column glanced diagonally between the two corps, 
struck BARLOW’s flank with great force, and almost 
instantaneously rolled it up, capturing several hun- 

dred prisoners. The sudden recoil of BARLow’s di- 
vision under this most dangerous of a!] attacks, a move- 
ment on the flank and rear, quickly uncovered the left 
flank of Morr, and exposed him to the same disadvan- 
tage. In his turn, Morr fell back also, with the loss 
of several hundred prisoners, and this exposed the 
-left of GrsBon. Meanwhile, the other troops from 
HILu’s corps had joined the assault, and, having 
captured Mort's entire line of entrenchments, now 
pressed GIBBON not only in front but in the rear. 
His right brigade was able to repel the comparatively 
trifling assault. But his lefs brigades were almost 
encircled by fire. McKniaut’s four-gun battery of 
the Twelfth New York Artillery opened and was 
briskly and handsomely fought. But the troops in 
support were driven back, and the enemy had already 
carried GIBBON’s entrenchments. Ina word, in the 
sudden shock and confusion, several whole regiments 
were swept off and captured, without the chance of 
anything like stout resistance. McKnicut’s battery 
was then surrounded and captured entire, though 
most of the horses and caissons and some of the men 
succeeded in escaping tothe rear. At this point, Cap_ 
tain PaTren, commanding the Twentieth Massachu- 
setts regiment, which was found incapable of break- 
ing, executed a change of front with his small force, 
and by coolness, courage, and skill, and the admirable 
gallantry of his men, checked the triumphant and 
very dangerous advance of the enemy. It is only 
matter of regret that this distinguished regiment had 
been so sadly cut up by previous exploits, as to have 
only the remains of its former strength with which to 
withstand the enemy. 

At length, the broken corps was rallied. MurEs’s 


CiarK’s New Jersey battery on the right of the 
Jerusalem road successfully resisted the heavily con- 
centrated fire of the enemy. What was left of Gis- 
BON’S division was also rallied, and our men had now 
the beginning of a new line formed. But the enemy 
had already been exhausted somewhat by his own ex- 
ertions, and had been also checked by the regiment 
before mentioned. An attempt at this time once 
more to break the few stubborn troops in GIBBON’S 
former front, was handsomely repulsed. Towards 
evening General Birney ordered GIBBON to attempt 
to retake the captured battery. A sharp fight fol- 
lowed, but the enemy was able to maintain himself. 
A little later, General MeApr, having now got his 
troops well in hand again, and observing that the 
force of the enemy was entirely unable to cope with 
our own, if the latter were only properly disposed, 
sent the Sixth and Second corps forward. The Sixth 
found but little resistance, and brought up its line to 
a position similar to that which would have been of 
advantage, if practicable, earlier in the day. The Sec- 
ond corps this time penetrated the woods by strong 
skirmishing lines, and, after considerable firing and 
persistent endeavor, regained a part of the ground 
from which they were driven in the morning. Here 
they went into entrenchments and passed the night in 
throwing up works and protecting the line with bat- 
teries. Picket firing was kept up all night, our forces 
having paused only when close on the enemy. GRIF- 
FIN’S division of the Fifth corps, which had codper- 
ated during the day, with some loss, came up and 
covered the right. At daylight, a reconnoissance and 
advance disclosed the fact that the enemy was strongly 
entrenched this side the Weldon Railroad. 

The affair seems to have been not only unfortunate, 

but in some respects unskillful. Our loss was about 
2,000 prisoners, including between fifty and sixty offi- 
cers; four guns; and some colors. Probably half 
this loss fell on GrBBoN’s division of BrRNEY’s corps. 
In killed and wounded probably five hundred will 
cover the loss. Amongst the troops captured were 
nearly the whole of Prerce’s brigade, which was one 
of the best in the Army. They had hardly a chance 
to firea shot. The Sixth corps, which was on the 
left and rear, was also attacked on its left flank by a 
division of H1Lu’s corps, and its advance line driven 
back in the morning, still further increasing the gap 
between the Second and Sixth. The enemy here also 
made some prisoners, though how many is not stated. 
Probably the number was small. In the afternoon 
the corps entrenched, and, in the evening, advanced 
again, as already stated. RicKeErt’s division was on 
the right, nearest the Second corps, with RussELh 
and WHEATON (now commanding the division of 
General NEILL, lately ordered to report to General 
Butter) on the left. 
After nightfall, the enemy, pausing for a while on 
our left, opened briskly on the troops in the centre, or 
on the east of Petersburgh. The attack was chiefly in 
front of the Ninth corps, and consisted of a very hot 
fire both of artillery and musketry, to which our own 
troops responded, now in volleyed musketry and now 
with batteries, a great part of the night. There had 
been picket firing during the day, but nothing so elabo- 
rate as at night. No advance was attempted on either 
side. The terrible heat of this day and of the suc- 
ceeding days, was severely trying and fatal to our 
wounded, and not alittle so toour men even when 
not engaged in fighting. 


THURSDAY. 


On Thursday, the 23d, there was a slight advance 
on the left, which proved that the enemy were strong, 
and would defend the Weldon Railroad. This latter, 
however, had been successfully cut by WiLson and 
Kautz, who had now swept across to perform the 
same operation on the Danville Road. But Wricat, 
swinging round on the extreme left, found that the 
enemy had not yet extended so far, and sent out a 
small reconnoitering force to the railroad. They 
reached it unopposed, cut the telegraph, and at once 
reported these facts. The Third, Fourth, and 
Eleventh Vermont regiments, comprising the Ver- 
mont brigade, were instantly dispatched to the rail- 
road, to hold it. Hardly had they reached it, when 
ANDERSON’S division came down on their flank in 
force and turned their position at once, repeating the 
manceuvre of Wednesday, and repulsing the brigade 
with severe loss. Several hundred prisoners were 





reserve brigade of BARLOW’s division was brought up, 


captured, and some loss suffered in killed and wound- 


ed. The whole affair was rather mortifying, and the 
loss of Thursday, as of Wednesday, was altogether out 
of proportion to that sustained by the enemy. The 
latter, flushed with success, pressed our men complete. 
ly back to the main body, and then attacked right and 
left. Our line was withdrawn, towards evening, to 
the cover of breastworks, and operations ceased. 

In Brrney’s front, little of importance occurred, 
Skirmishers fired at each! other all day and night, with 
the usual loss, including also a Colonel and a Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel. No formidable demonstrations took place, 
Soon after noon, the troops which massed subsequent- 
ly against the Sixth, were observed to move down, 
and two batteries opened on them, as they passed, 
There was considerable firing also in BuTLER’s front, 
and, on the north side, Foster’s troops were attacked 
by artillery on Thursday afternoon, as well as on the 
previous night. But the enemy were speedily silenc- 
ed, and no damage done at either point. 


FRIDAY TO TUESDAY. 


Friday opened with a cannonading of extraordinary 
fury for more than one hour, in front of the Hight. 
eenth corps. Atits close acharge was made bya 
brigade of Hoke’s division on STANNARD’S division 
of the Tenth corps. The attack fell chiefly upon 
Colonel Henry’s brigade. Colonel Henry obsery- 
ing that the force opposed to him was quite small, 
drew in his skirmishers. ‘The enemy immediately ran 
over his rifle-pits. He then opened on them with the 
Fortieth Massachusetts, armed with the Spencer re- 
peating rifle, and artillery in flank easily separated the 
skirmishing line from their reserve. About 150 
prisoners fell into Colonel Henry’s hands, including 
five officers. The troops captured were from South 
Carolina. Our own loss was trifling. 

Along the line, the noise of the cannonading spread 
rapidly, and was echoed by other batteries. But there 
were no important movements except in STANNARD’S 
front. 

On Friday evening, the enemy attacked SHERIDAN’s 
cavalry while marching from the White-House to 
regain the main Army. The affair was very bloody, 
and SHERIDAN’S rear guard was badly handled. A 
brigade of infantry was sent to his relief. He sue 
ceeded in beating the enemy off at length, after the 
loss of four or five hundred men, and saved all his 
train. SHERIDAN’S cavalry of late have not been for- 
tunate, but his command is now ready for other im- 
portant movements. His men were all ferried across 
the James at Powhatan. 

On Saturday, the chief demonstration was against 
BurnsiveE’s Ninth corps at night. A heavy artillery 
fire was opened, at the end of which, the enemy pushed 
a strong skirmish line up to our breastworks. They 
were easily repulsed. Similar demonstrations, of less 
importance, in Burnsipe’s front, have since been 
made. Sunday was an unusually quiet day, all along 
the line. And since the operations already recorded, 
there has been comparatively little of importance. 
The whole Army is suffering greatly from heat, which 
is almost intolerable. The dust also is choking and 
stifling, and a great need is experienced of rain. The 
long drouth is especially severe upon the wounded. 
Water is difficult, to obtain. Through all these trials, 
however, and in spite of the recent disasters, and the 
general failure to push the enemy further, the spirit 
of the troops remains heroic and invincible. In it 
consists the promise of the future. 





GENERAL SHERMAN’S OPERATIONS. 


Ir is impossible to maintain any very connected 
narrative of General SHERMAN’s operations, on ac 
count of the gap which necessarily intervenes between 
the hasty telegraphic reports of late movements and 
the details of previous operations arriving by mail- 
Thus, we have as our latest news this week the dis 
patch from General SHERMAN, published elsewhere, 
under date of June 27th, informing us of his repulse 
in an attack on the Rebel position at Kenesaw Moun- 
tain; but we must await further information before 
we can fully establish the relation between this attack 
and the previous successful operations, of which wé 
have details down to the 20th of June. By the ad- 
vance on the 15th of June, the enemy were iorced 
back upon their fortified position, extending from 
Kenesaw Mountain on their right to Lost Mountain, 
six miles to the west. These two mountains are de 





scribed as detached peaks, overlooking the plain be- 
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yond, and connected by a ridge, or series of low hills. 
Kenesaw Mountain, the larger of the two, rises to an 
elevation of 1,828 feet above the sea-level, extending 
some 900 yards on its summit from northeast to 
southwest. It is situated two and one-half miles 
northwest of Marietta, and directly upon the line of 
the railroad, which here makes a bend to the East, to 
escape the mountain. Lost Mountain, whose isolated sit- 
uation explains its name,—lies ten miles west south- 
west of Marietta, directly north of the railroad run- 
ning from that place to Dallas. 

At the close of our advance on the 15th, the Rebels 
held their position in front of our lines with their 
right, as we have said, on Kenesaw Mountain; the 
left on Lost Mountain, and the centre advanced to 
Pine Bluff, three or four miles beyond their flanks to 
the north. 

Since the battle of the 15th ult., in which Hooxer’s 
men were so severely engaged, says the intelligent 
correspondent of the Cincipnati Gazette on the 21st :— 

“We have had no fighting, save skirmishing on the 
most extended scale. But our skirmishing is of a kind 
fearfully destructive to human life; and when continued 
from day to day, as this is being continued, wastes the en- 
ergies of an army as much as a terrible battle. 

“The enemy seems to have marked out this whole coun- 
try, from the Allatoona Mountains to the Chattahoochie, 
with line after line of rifle pits and entrenchments and for- 
tifications. No sooner do wu take possession of one for- 
midable line of works than another confronts us; and each 
seems to be stronger than the preceding. 

“ All day on the 16th we skirmished incessantly with the 
Rebels, establishing no advance anywhere. On the 17th, 
we advanced everywhere, chasing the enemy from long 
lines of secondary works, and forcing him back on what 
we fondly hoped were his last entrenchments this side of the 
Chattahoochie. 

“Perhaps I should say we advanced everywhere except 
upon the centre of our line. That portion of it composed 
of parts of the Fourteenth (Patmer’s) and Sixteenth 
(Dopce’s) Corps were in a manner stationary, representing 
the hub of a wheel, of which the two wings were spokes. 
Of course, the further any portion of the spokes were from 
the hub, the further and more rapidly they were obliged to 


move. 

“On the 18th, our right, Hooxer and Scuortetp, grad- 
ually forced their way, until they had established them- 
selves in such a position as seriously to threaten the ene- 
ny’s left, while Howarp and Patmer had come so close to 
the entrenchments, that the Rebels could not throw out 
skirmishers at all, but fired at our pickets from behind 
their principal works. All day long the incessant rattle of 
musketry and the scarcely intermittent roar of artillery 
continued. We lost heavily, for in many places we were 
constructing opposing works under the fiercest fire, espe- 
cially from the enemy’s sharpshooters; but from the ex- 
treme left to the extreme right we had driven in the Rebel 
tkirmishers, had killed and wounded many of them, and 
had captured several hundred prisoners.” 

Finding their position at Lost Mountain in danger 
of being enveloped, the Rebels seem to have thought 
it prudent to draw in their left flank, and concentrate 
in their position on Kenesaw Mountain, shortening 
and consolidating their lines, They accordingly fell 
back on the night of the 18th, “in the midst of dark- 
ness and storm,” taking up their new position with 
the apex on Kenesaw Mountain, and their flanks drawn 
in, the right behind Noonday Creek, a small stream 
to the north of Marietta, and east of the railroad, and 
the left behind Moses or Noses Creek, which runs 
across the Marietta and Dallas road, west of the form- 
et place. From this position, as it would seem, an 
attempt was made to dislodge the enemy, but without 
success, our troops being repulsed in an attack on the 
27th ult. The loss in this affair is given by General 
SuerMaN at 2,500, but a statement purporting to 
come from his medical director places it at but 1,500. 
The position the Rebels thus hold in front of Marietta 
is undoubtedly a strong one—too strong we fear for 
assault. As soon as the roads are in a better condi- 
tion for moving, General SumrMaN may be able to 
flank them from it, holding his position meanwhile 
on the railroad to the north of Marietta, to make 
sure of his communications. 


GENERAL Hunter's expedition against Lynchburgh 
has come to an end, our forces having retired from 
that place on the 19th, after the reconnoissance, if it 
Was a reconnoissance, on the 18th, which demonstrated 
that the place was a stronger one than General 
Hunter cared to assail. The details we receive of 
the movement of our columns in retreat are so meagre 
that it is difficult to even surmise the line of retreat. 

It appears, however, to have been westward, along 
the line of the Virginia and Tennessee Railroad, as 
We have a story that a party of Rebels attacked two 
of our batteries in a defile near Salem, some sixty 





miles west of Lynchburgh, drove off the men, cut the 
wheels and and took off one hundred and twenty 
horses. Seven cannon out of twelve were left behind, 
ruined, we are told, together with seven caissons and 
carriages burned by the explosion of the former. Six 
were killed and ten wounded of the Second Virginia 
cavalry. From the Rebel papers it would appear that 
considerable damage was done by General HuNnTER 
in his retreat, detachments from his command tearing 
up the railroad west of Lynchburgh, and burning the 
bridges of that road in the vicinity of Liberty and 
Salem. The fight which resulted in the retirement of 
our forces is described by the Lynchburgh Republican 
of the 20th, as occurring on the Salem turnpike, 
about two miles southwest of thecity. From the de- 
scription it would appear to have been nothing more 
than a reconnoissance, our loss being given by the 
Rebels themselves at but two hundred and fifty or 
three hundred, including twenty captured. The loss 
during the entire movement is stated at six hundred 
killed, wounded and missing, with one hundred pris- 
oners, seven cannon and 600 horses captured. Among 
the killed is Adjutant Torrence, Twelfth Ohio, 
wounded, Colonel Joun A. TURLEY, Ninety-first Ohio, 
and Lieutenant C. Roszrts, of the General’s staff. 

By a dispatch from Mr. Stanton it will be seen 
that our cavalry operations against the Danville 
Railroad are meeting with some success, General 
Witson having destroyed a train of cars loaded with 
cotton and furniture, burned the dépét buildings, 
&c., at Burkesyville, and destroyed some of the track. 
Burkesville is at the junction of the Richmond and 
Danville and Southside railroads, fifty-two miles west 
of Petersburgh. 

General Paumer, the active commander of our 
forces in North Carolina, has broken the tedium of 
garrison duty by an expedition from Newbern which 
advanced into the interior as far as Kinston, destroyed 
a large amount of railroad property and Govern- 
ment stores, and captured a number of prisoners. 
The particulars of the movement thus far received 
are too meagre to indicate its extent or purpose. 

The Rebel cavalry are still attempting to disturb 
General SHERMAN’s movements by raiding on his 
communications, On the morning of the 18th, the 
Rebel General Warton, commanding a brigade of 
2,500 men, crossed the railroad between Kingston 
and Dalton, capturing and burning five freight trains 
laden with supplies. On the 20th, Captain GLovER 
made a raid on the railroad five miles from Resaca, 
and captured two freight trains with supplies. 

Lafayette, the capital of Macon Co., Tennessee, 
fifty-five miles northeast of Nashville, was attacked 
on the 25th of June by a force of Rebels under Gen- 
eral PILLOW, estimated at 3,000. A demand for the 
surrender of the town was refused. As General Pit- 
Low is reported to have left 100 dead and wounded 
on the field we presume the Rebels were repulsed, 
though we have no information to that effect. 








MARCHING OF TROOPS IN LARGE BODIES. 
No. I. 


Ficutine is the grand final object of the discipline and 
training of a soldier, but in order to have the opportunity 
to fight well, outside of a fortification, it is indispensably 
necessary to march well. When the deficiencies of the 
march are made up by excess of blood poured out in the 
combat, the fighting may be desperate, but is not good. 
Good marching is the only thing which can_ bring troops 
to the battle-field comparatively fresh ; the only thing which 
can keep them within the best supporting distance ; and, 
the only thing which will enable them when once arrived 
to commence attacking the enemy with the least possible 
delay. 

Suppose, as so often happens, that infantry, while still in 
movement, come within good musket range of the enemy. 
It is of the utmost consequence to open fire immediately, 
and also that in doing so, every musket shall tell. Is there 
now a man for whom, from overcrowding, there is no room ? 
—a number of bullets are lost from the fight. Is there a 
gap ?—from that portion of the line the enemy receives no 
fire. By the Tactics all is so arranged that when marching 
by a flank, every man on fronting fits into his place, or 
when marching by companies or platoons, these divisions 
swing upon their guides into a space exactly their size; for 
in the latter case, as in a wall consisting of a long line of 
doors, although these doors may all be swung open, yet if 
their door-posts remain in place, the wall will be perfect 
when they are again closed ; so when the sub-divisions of a 
column at full distance wheel in, the line will be perfect if 





the guides have kept their distances.* The importance of 
the preservation of distances when line is to be formed on 
the battle-field by these means, from either form of march, is 
thus too obvious to need further illustration; the glaring 
necessity of promptness and of bringing every musket into a 
serried line on such an occasion, wakes every one up to it. 
But it would seem, that on the route march, where, for two 
reasons, first, that such a march may at any time end at a 
battle-field ; and second, that the loss of distances is a killing 
circumstance in all efforts to avoid extreme fatigue for nine- 
tenths of the men, it is almost as much a sine qua non for 
victory as when coming into action; the importance of this 
preservation of distances is little realized in our Army. 

A battalion of 800 men would form a column of ten sub- 
divisions by companies, of twenty by platoons, and of two 
hundred sub-divisions when marching by a flank, after dou- 
bling the files. Let each sub-division take one foot more 
distance than it should; then, when the column is formed 
by company, the rear sub-division of the battalion will be 
nine feet behind its proper place; when the column is form- 
ed by platoon, it will be nineteen feet; when the column is 
formed by doubled files, it will be one hundred and ninety-nine 
Jeet, and this must be regained before the line can be again 
formed! If, in the same case, there be ten battalions, the 
rearmost sub-division of the last battalion would be (since 
each battalion must add what errors it makes to the sum 
of those committed by the troops in front) ninety-nine feet 
too far back in column by companies; one hundred and 
ninety-nine feet in column by platoons; and nineteen hun- 
dred and ninety-nine feet, or considerably more than one- 
third of a mile, in column by doubled files. 

For the route marching of the present war, all other than 
flank-marches, such is the nature of the country, may as 
well be thrown out of consideration ; it is but seldom a front 
of more than four men can be long maintained. As to the 
question whether wheeling into column by sections of fours, 
and thus marching by sub-divisions on two ranks as prescrib- 
ed for cavalry dismounted, would not be an improvement on 
doubling the files and thus marching with sub-divisions of 
only one rank, we give the note below. We must, how- 
ever, express a preference for doubling the files; and this 
on the ground that with sections by fours no ease can be 
allowed to the rear ranks, since, unless they keep closed up, 
the front rank of the succeeding fours has no stable point to 
march by, and, if they open out to forty-four inches, it is the 
same thing as doubled files. On the other hand, to supply 
a guide for each sub-division, the plan which in company 
“or platoon” column is used to insure one stable point, is 
obviously out of the question. 

We will now consider more fully the bad effects which 
arise from loss of distances, and the measures by which the 
route marching by a flank with doubled files may be per- 
fected; namely, by which distances may be kept, and the 
sum total of general fatigue for the column brought to a 
minimum. 

The first essential of a march, which will produce the 
jeast general fatigue, is a steady, regular, forward movements 
permeating the whole column. Nothing produces such 
wear and tear on body and mind as the continual Halt! 
Forward! Halt! Forward! which commonly characterizes 
the route marching of our Armies. It frets and fatigues 
even the lower animals, and the field artillery instructions 
urge special care to prevent the necessity “ for frequent check- 





* The comparison to a line of doors holds perfectly good when, as 
is still sometimes practiced in the English army, column is formed 
by a wheel backward and then line by a wheel to the front, or vice 
versa. Then it matters not what may be the relative fronts of the 
sub-divisions, for each moves into the space it had vacated; when, 
however, a8 in other armies, in order to have all movements made to 
the front if possible, the pivot is changed to the opposit le, an 
each sub-division swings into the space vacated by its a 
then the sub-divisions must be kept constantly equalized. In this 
connection the importance in the flank movements of facing exactly 
on the heel and in place is obvious; for, although when a man faces 
backward into the file-column and forward into line, he retakes his 
old place, this ceases to be the case so soon as face is made by the 
rear rank ; he then more or less takes his neighbor’s place, moles ba 
turning exactly on the centre line of his own body he ev bstitu' 
for this the changing of one of his own shoulders into the place va- 
cated by the other. This holds good for the places left vacant, 
whether files be doubled or not, and the varying breadth of men’s 
shoulders may occasion some jostling if the tacings be not accurate 
or the ranks very loose. 


+ The Duke of Wellington in Portugal, where the roads were, at 
the time, very much what ours now are, ordered his men to wh 
into column by sections of threes, and this, although the practice of 
doubling the files was well known in the British army ; indeed, in 
the Hanoverian army (thea connected with the British), after 
at one time the regulation movement, it was abandoned “ as condu- 
cive to disorderly practices calculated to create loss of distance and 
as being, from the intermixture of ranks, precarious and dangerous 
when troops thus formed and in motion were unexpectedly and sud- 
denly assailed.” The British commander seems to have considered 
that in the ceremony of wheeling by threes there was a certain basis 
for subsequent order. The following is the order:—

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ing and urging the horses.” Next in its disastrous conse- 
quence as to fatigue comes the double quick, i» order to regain 
distances. ‘This latter would not be so bad, were it not that 
distances are almost always lost from the rear, sub-divisions 
having been impeded by the imperfect marching of those in 
front; but, as at 4 halt caused by irregularities in the march- 
ing of the various files, no man knows how long he may 
rest, whether one minute or one hour; so at double quick, 
when it is to make up distances lost for the same reason, no 
one knows how long it will continue, nor how often it may 
be required. Every time a very long column by doubled 
files is started by a successful movement of its parts, there is 
a disjointing twitch throughout its sub-divisions similar to 
that which takes place between the couplings of a long train 
of railroad cars moved by an unskillful engine-driver ; 
and, as when checked, the cars run one on the other, so 
the files come on each others’ heels when they are 
met by the uncertain wave of stoppage, which ever and 
anon comes rolling from the front. Perhaps we cannot 
find a better illustration of the strength-consuming method 
of marching prevalent in our armies, every private looking 
out for his own ease, and the file-closers indulging their own 
wearied bodies hy passing over little liberties taken in the 
ranks, and only arousing themselves when flagrant disorder 
occurs, than is given by such a train of cars. Suppose one 
such, half a mile long, and that the engine driver instead of 
(as the preliminary) stretching the couplings throughout, 
sets off at full speed from the first revolution.* How many 
a time can one recall the memory of columns moved off in 
a similar way; what a strain on the coupling of cars when 
so started, but they are of iron, and perhaps they all stand 
it; our distances are of air, and the will and attention which 
might keep them are very likely weakened by miles of diffi 
cult road already passed over ; “double quick’”’ forthe rear 
must restore them. 

So much for the too usual way of moving off the heads 
of the longest columns; but, once under way, do they move 
evenly and regulawly throughout? It may seem ridiculous 
to mention one of the first causes of disorder which occurs, 
but it is nevertheless striking. Almost every man among 
American troops must spit not long after his first step. This 
he might, with a little care, do in such a manner that the 
movement of the column were none the worse for it, but 
never having beer trained to turn or move the head with- 
out affecting the body, he lowers the head and shortens his 
step in doing so, if indeed, he do not actually stop for an 
instant; then hunches up his knapsack and moves on. 
Forty-four inches (counting in their own depth from breast 
to knapsack) was all that his doubled file was entitled to, 
but he and probably all of them have now taken fifty, 
and so soon as this has occurred throughout an infantry 
column of 10 battalions of 800 men each, the rear has at 
once nine hundred and ninety-five feet, not tar from one- 
fifth of a mile, to make up by “double quick.”” It may be 
said “the files can close up at the next halt ;” this might 
answer were it not that the cause of losing distance just 
mentioned is one of the slightest which occur. Let a 
column march on for an hour, each man taking his little 
self-indulgences and leaving all lost distances to be made up 
at the hourly halt, where does any officer who has marched 
with our volunteers suppose his men would be? how far 
would ten minutes’ halt go toward restoring order? and how 
long would the rear have for rest? ‘The fact is, these losses 
are in some measure made up and concealed by continual 
and fatiguing temporary accelerations of pace, and even then 
but little of the ten minutes’ rest belongs to the rear of the 
column. 

There is but one remedy for all this, a remedy which may 
seem harsh, and which makes the march a business, a work, 
a continued exertion of attention on the part of the men, 
and above all, on the part of the file-closers; but which, 
nevertheless, produces a steady, even movement of the 
files, so that when the column halts it rests, and when it 
makes double-quick, ground is actually gained, not made 


In another article we will endeavor to give some particu- 
lar directions in regard to the march.

THE MONITOR AND THE 15-INCH GUN. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Str :—In these days of progress in everything relating to 
the material of war, the public is sometimes deluded by re- 
sults of special successes,made absolute in their application by 
interested parties or by the habit, so common to our people, 
of generalizing and jumping to conclusions. This is espe- 
cially true in regard to guns and the appliances for working 
and carrying them. The “ heavy batteries” of the Ameri- 
can Navy tended much to its success in the early history of 
the country, and it has always been the policy of the Gov- 
ernment to keep the lead in naval armament. Up to the 
year 1856 it had no competitors. Our new frigates of the 
Merrimac and Minnesota class, with their tremendous 
batteries, then brought out the heavily-armed Mersey and 
others of her pattern, and England, by at once increasing 
the calibre of her guns, showed she was determined to equal- 
izethe advantage we confessedly held. At the commence- 
ment of the present war, we could not laugh as we once did 
at the English guns. 

Suddenly, by the application of RopMan’s invention, we 
developed a gun of such enormous proportions that we were 
unable to realize that it could be used in action, and until 
the Monitors so completely revolutionized our own and 
the navies of the world, we never thought of the 15-inch 
gun being mounted and worked with ease on board of a 
ship. The Monitors solved the problem, and placed us 
again far in advance of the rest of the world in the capacity 
ofour ordnance. The 15-inch was mounted in the Pussaie, 
and it appeared as if nature had ordered the combination, so 
fitting and appropriate was the gun to the vessel and the 
vessel to the gun. It was found that the monster could be 
trained with an ease and precision, hitherto unattainable 
even with ordnance of the smallest calibre, and we justly 
congratulated ourselves on the climax we had reached both 
in weight of gun and facility of pointing. The failure to 
capture Charleston led us to seek a victim among the ele- 
ments employed in the attack ; the Monitors and the 15- 
inch guns now suffered the extreme of condemnation, as 
they had hitherto shared the extreme of praise. The attack 
on Charleston was not decisive of the merits either of the 
Monitor or the 15-inch gun, and to expect a series of 
fortifications like those around Charleston to fall before the 
unsupported attack of a few Monitors was simply absurd. 
And yet in that terrible ordeal the Monitors sustained but 
little injury, and those lately built would have passed 
through the fire unscathed. An attack on Charleston by 
vessels of the Tecumseh class, with their heavier plating 
and their two 15-inch guns, mounted in turrets whose ports 
admit of high elevation, would, if properly supported by 
combined army operations, have a different result from that 
which followed the short demonstration of the 7th of April 
last year. The Zeeumseh, Saugus, Canonicus, and Onon- 
daga, now lying in the James River, show so many improve- 
ments over the original Monitors that a comparison be- 
tween them can hardly be made. With the exception of 
the Onondaga, they have a speed of nearly nine knots in 
smooth water, and with their sharp stems and great 
strength forward, they are asrams, no doubt, the most for- 
midable vessels afloat. With their 15-inch throwing 
a solid shot of nearly 500 lbs., with 60 lbs. powder, which the 
gun will bear, no iron-clad yet constructed can stand long 
before them. The Atlanta was captured after one or two 
shots from the 1ld-inch of the Weehawken, and it will re- 
quire but one or two such blows to destroy any other iron- 
clad now afloat. It is doubtful whether the turrets of these 
same vessels with their immense strength of plating would 
stand such crushing blows. The English guns with their 
increased charges and lighter projectiles cannot penetrate 
the heaviest armor, although mere penetration is all they 
can claim. Itis now a y established fact in action 
between iron-clads that the crushing effect of a 15-inch solid 
shot is infinitely superior to the rifled projectile with its 
high velocity. The rifled ball at best only makes « hole in 
the plating and cannot penetrate through the heaviest 
armor, but the 15-inch solid shot will at once crush in the 
side of the vessel, plates, timbers and all. As an element 
of warfare at close quarters it can hardly be over apprecia- 
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ted. Theprincipal objection to the 15-inch gun of the 
Navy pattern is that the ranges are short. This, even if 
true, is not an absolute but only a comparative objection, 
Every one who has seen firing with rifled guns at long 
range knows how exceedingly inaccurate is the fire and 
how little dependence can be placed on the gun. A range 
of four miles is claimed for the Parrott 100-pounder, but at 

is distance an enemy may lie all day without fear of 
injury. With the 15-inch gun at 28 deg. elevation a range 
ot 5,700 yards has been obtained, and at 10 deg. a range of 
3,000 yards, which results set at rest the objections to the 
gun on account of deficiency of range. It requires eleva- 
tion, and in the Weehawken class of Monitors the port ad- 
mitted of but little. 

Now, in the Tecumseh class the elevation is considerable, 
and vessels can easily have their ports made to admit of 
greater. The practice made by these guns, notwithstand- 
ing the limited operations of the Monitors in the James 
River, have astonished both Army and Navy officers, and 
there is but one opinion now onthe kind of ordnance best 
adapted for the turreted iron-clads. The target practice 
spoken of has been at an earthwork and rifle pit thrown up 
by the Rebels on a high bluff commanding Trent’s Reach. 
The work was commenced in the face of the fleet, and the 
wooden vessels with Parrott rifles and 9-inch shell guns 
spent an afternoon in vain attempt to stop its progress. 
The Rebels paid but little attention to the fire, and worked 
away like beavers in the face of our guns, although many of 
the shells lodged in the works and the practice was very good. 
The next day the Tecumseh and Saugus opened tire from the 
15-inch. Everything was favorable for target practice, the 
water perfectly smooth and the vessels almost motionless 
—but the work was at a distance of 2,000 yards, and ona 
bluff elevated about 200 feet above theriver. The ranges 
of the gun had been declared so low that no one believed it 
would carry the distance, and the fire was opened principal- 
ly as an experiment. The guns were pointed with the ex- 
treme elevation and the shells of 10 sec. fuse exploded away 
beyond the entrenchments. A few shots proved the eleva- 
tion required to be about 8 deg., and with this and a 7 sec. 
fuse, three out of every four shells burst in the works, 
The Rebels were compelled to evacuate them. The success 
of the gun was complete. The drift of the 15-inch smooth- 
bore is nothing, and perfect dependence can be placed on 
the shot and shell going where it is pointed. This is not 
at all the case with the rifle, even at short distances. The 
bursting of a 15-inch shell with its 350 lbs. of metal is too 
much even for Rebel desperation. Nomen can work a bat- 
tery under such showers of iron. It may be said that the 
Rebels stood to their guns at Fort Wagner, but the firing 
then was at disadvantage which we do not labor, under in 
the James river, and with the present superior class of Moni- 
tors. There were but few 15-inch guns brought to bear on 
Fort Wagner, only three or four being then mounted in the 
whole fleet. 

In ricochet firing, so valuable in throwing shells behind 
cover, the rifled projectile is useless, and the 15-inch can be 
depended upon in every instance. On the water, its ricochet 
is equally good, and the ranges thereby increased for equal 
elevations. Shrapnel and canister can be used in the 1é- 
inch gun with irresistible effect against armed boats or ex- 

troops, and it will require but few Monitors to cover 
the landing of any army. With the appliances for loading 
on the improved Monitors each gun can be fired once ia 
five minutes with ease, and aimed at any point on the whole 
circle of the horizon, with a degree of accuracy truly mar- 
vellous. The turret can be turned entirely around in less 
than a minute and stopped instantly at any required point 
on the circle. The 15-inch or even a larger gun is the one 
properly adapted to the turreted iron-clads. The rifled 
ordnance may be very well for wooden vessels carrying a 
large number of guns, but the Navy Department has acted 
wisely in giving fifteen-inch guns to the Monitors. As 
regards the comfort of the new class of these iron-clads, we 
find the ventilation better in all parts of the vessel than on 
the wooden steamers. With the battle hatches and deck- 
plates off there is abundance of fresh air in circulation, and 
these can always be kept off in harbor unless in expectation 
of immediate attack or in a heavy sea way. With the bat- 
tle plates and hatches on, as is necessarily the case at sea or 
in action, no one can deny that the Monitors are exceed- 
ingly uncomfortable and even unhealthy. But these con- 
ditions are of short duration, and the term of service in this 
class of vessels is limited. The Department has adopted 
the judicious principle of relieving promptly both men and 
officers. To sum up, the Monitors are sufficiently com- 
fortable for all practicable purposes, except at sea, where 
they are not intended to continue many days, and they 
have well proven their efficiency wherever properly tested 
in action. If a naval movement should be made on Fort 
Darling this summer, the Rebels will find in these vessels 
something different, both in attack and defence, from the 
comparatively insignificant first Monitor with her 1I- 
inch guns, and the useless Galena with her thin plating.

HOW TO RECRUIT OUR ARMY. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal : 


Sir:—Permit me to offer a few suggestions under this 
head, with a view to correcting one of the greatest evils 
that a regimental commander has to contend with. : 

A colonel starts from the place of rendezvous with his 
regiment full and complete, reports as ordered, and is a8- 
signed to some brigade for duty. Almost the first order he 
receives commences with, “‘ You will please detail ;”’ thisis 
but the beginning ; he has seen the loss of his regiment as & 
whole. He is called on for details for everything; quarter- 
masters, commissaries, hospitals, provost guards, drivers, 
clerks and orderlies. Every carpenter or blacksmith, 
clerk or accountant is soon found out, and is as soon or- 
dered to report somewhere,—it makes but little difference t0 
the regiment where he has gone from them. I fully be- 
lieve that 10 per cent. of all the forces of the United States 
are disposed of in this way. I know that the per centage’ 
larger in some cases. 

Now, may we not stop this evil. Order all of these men 
back to their regiments, fill their places with civilians oF 
men recruited for such purposes, who may not be fit physi- 
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the bullets are too thick? Do this and you have added to 
the effective force of the Army more men than months of 
brisk recruiting could do. 

I do not refer, of course, to temporary details for an 
emergency, or to details in the regular line of duty and 
which are strictly military, but to other work that does not 
belong to the soldier, and for which he should not be used. 

How much too would be gained on the other hand, if 
each of these different departments had their own men, and 
were not obliged to change every time a regiment moved 
from one Department or District to another. Suppose a 
corps of nurses, for instance, were recruited ; say, from men 
who were a little too old to go into the field, but who would 
gladly do everything in their power for their country, in 
this her hour of need; men who have families, who 
know something of sickness, and how to take care of a sick 
man. Whata blessing this would be to our poor sick boys 
in hospital, who are now nursed in by far the larger num- 
ber of cases by men who are not thoroughly skilled in their 
duties, and who would prefer to be in the field. 

Amongst officers the evil is hardly less. Details for staff 
are limited only by the good judgment of general officers, or 
increased by sheer love of display and a desire to surround 
themselves with a large and brilliant cortege, selecting for 
that purpose the most efficient officers from the several 
regiments. Courts-martial too use up a large number, and 
jn many cases with but little good result ; unfamiliar with 
that particular branch of duty, errors are frequently made 
that render invalid their proceedings, and the criminal es- 
capes, much to the prejudice of good order and military dis- 
cipline. Why could not a permanent court be established 
at each corps or division headquarters, organized from 
those officers who from wounds received in service are no 
longer fit for the field, but who would be glad of employ- 
ment by the Government instead of a pension. They 
would soon be familiar with their duties, their papers would 
be correctly made out, and criminals would be sure of their 
punishment. 

I offer these suggestions through your columns, where 
they will meet the eyes of those who have the power to 
remedy these great evils. J. 


NEGRO TROOPS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Str :—The writer of this article has never been connect- 
ed with negro troops, and has, therefore, no special interest 
in refuting the statements made in the New York World, of 
June 4th ; but those statements, if allowed to go uncontra- 
dicted, would give to many such an erroneous impression 
in regard to the services rendered by negro troops during 
this war, that some notice of them may not be deemed in- 
appropriate. 

Although it is probably true that they are not as “‘ brave”’ 
as white troops, the fact has not been proved during this 
war, nor, if true, does it sustain the conclusion that “‘ the 
army of negroes has been one of the many hideous blunders 
“of this war.” Iam not aware of any fair test, as yet, of 
their capacities in the field. By keeping them for garrison 
duty, as I admit, has generally been done, we decline 
tosubmit them to that test. But, we have not always 
done so. They took part, amongst others, in the engage- 
ments at Port Hudson, Morris Island, Milliken’s Bend and 
Olustee. The result of the assaults on Port Hudson is 
well known. Upon an examination of the ground, after 
the surrender of the post, it was apparent that the part of 
the works attacked by the colored troops was impregnable. 
It was the strongest part of the enemy’s whole line, and 
was formed by the Port Hudson cliffs running back from 
the river—the artillery commanding the whole plane 
beneath. White troops gave way before weaker parts of 
the works. 

At Morris Island, they, as well as the white troops, were 
led up in face of Battery Wagner, and, like the other 
troops, were compelled to fall back. , 

At Milliken’s Bend, fought, I believe, principally by 
colored troops, their good behavior has been made the sub- 
ject of frequent remark; and at the unfortunate battle of 
Olustee, 1 have not heard of their having been more 
precipitate in their retreat than the other troops engaged. 
During the Red River campaign they did not take part in 
any action. Therefore, I say, their capacities have never 
been fairly tested. 

But, granting that they are not as good as white troops, 
does that prove that they are of no use atall? The em- 
ployment of colored troops, if it does nothing else, places 
more white troops at our disposal. Garrison duty must be 
performed, and if the colored troops are not to do it, the 
white must. But the colored troops are made use of freely 
for this purpose, and, with the exception of Fort Pillow, 
there is, I believe, no instance where the want of white 
troops has been felt. 

Negroes have also been used to great advantage in ves- 
sels of war, and naval officers seem willing to give them the 
credit, which is their due. They have supplied the place 
of white troops as engineer regiments. ‘They did much 
of the work on the now celebrated Red River dam. They 
have been used as guards for trains, as in the Red River 
campaign. In fact they are found in all positions, and 
accomplishing every sort of work, which though not pos- 
fessing 80 much of the danger and glory, is just as necessary 
and bears as important a part in the suppression of the 
Rebellion as the actual fighting. n 

The assertions made by the correspondent of a New 
England paper, quoted in the MWorla, in regard to their 
physica] qualifications, will not, I think, bear the test of 
examination. There was much sickness among the colored 
troops at Port Hudson after the surrender of that place, 
owing partly to the suffering they had to undergo, and the 
work they were obliged to perform, but principally to the 
change of diet. Sickness from such a cause was an infalli- 
ble result, but not one without a remedy, as, I think, ex- 
Perience has since shown. Perhaps the best test as to their 

hysical qualifications, will be found at Fort Jackson and 

ort St. Philip, Louisiana, garrisoned both by white and 
black troops, the sick reports of the white troops being 
Proportionately about four times ter. Even were the 
statements of the correspondent of the Springfield Repud- 
lican correct, it would only prove that the troops, to which 
he refers, did not receive proper attention, because there 








can be no reason why negroes should not enjoy as good 
health, with a less amount of work and the resources of the 
country at the command of the Commissary Department, 
as they did when employed much more laboriously upon 
plantations and in the same climate. 

As to the greater expense of keeping colored troops, what 
are the facts? In the first place, they receive no bounties, 
whereas no sum seems to be too great to secure the enlist- 
ment of a white man. They receive less pay than the 
white soldier, and, out of that pay a certain sum is assigned 
forclothing. ‘The truth is, that generally the whole of their 
pay goes for clothing. Without data it cannot be said 
whether “ the loss by wear and tear such as the expense of 
“keeping up their uniforms and equipments, of camp and 
“ garrison equipage and all kinds of military stores and prop- 
“erty,” is greater with colored troops or not. I have seen 
some colored regiments whose arms and equipments and 
uniforms would have done credit to any regiment in 
the service. : 

Discipline among them can be made excellent. Per- 
fectly docile, anxious to do their duty well, they only 
require officers to appreciate their peculiarities and encour- 
age their aspirations. I have seen colored troops march 
and perform the manual of arms with the greatest precision, 
and I have never seen sentinels perform their duty better 
and with such evident pride in their knowledge, than men 
who not long ago were picking cotton on Louisiana plan- 
tations. 

Why should we refuse to this race, fighting by our own 
side and for a far greater stake, the satisfaction of knowing 
that they are assisting in the great work and not without 
the thanks of the country? Surely, when they are daily 
offering up their lives, we need not join the ranks of their 
detractors. The Rebellion, once crushed, there will be 
honor enough for us all. We can spare them a little.

SPEECH OF MAJOR-GENERAL McCLELLAN. 


Masor-General McCietnan was serenaded during the 
evening of June 26th at the Fort William Henry Hotel, 
Lake George, and made his appearance on the balcony 
amid cheers. Order having been restored, he was intro- 
duced to the large assemblage by Judge Brown, and spoke 
as follows:— 

«TI thank you, my friends, for this welcome and pleasing 
evidence of your regard. It is a most happy termination 
of the delightful week I have passed in the midst of this 
beautiful region among such warm and friendly hearts. 
When men come as you have done, some many miles, from 
the mountains and valleys, it means something more than 
empty compliment or idle courtesy. At all events, I so re- 
gard it, and understand this sudden gathering of men, who 
are in truth the strength of the nation, as intended to show 
your love and gratitude to the gallant men who have so 
long fought under my command, and as an evidence to any 
who may dare to doubt, whether abroad, at home or in the 
rebellious States, that the people of this portion of the coun- 
try intend to support to the last the Union of our great na- 
tion, the sacredness of its constitution and laws against 
whoever may attack them. I do not flatter myself that this 
kind demonstration is a mark of personal regard to me, but 
that it means far more than that. You add to the cogent 
arguments afforded by the deeds of your sons and brothers 
in the field the sanction and weight of your opinion in favor 
of the justice and vital importance of the real cause for 
which weare fighting, and the cause which should never be 
perverted or lost sight of. It has been my good fortune to 
have had near me in very trying times many of your near 
relations. In truth, there must be among you now men 
who went with me through the memorable seven days of 
battle that commenced just two years ago to-day. It is 
only just that I should thank you now for the valor and pa- 
triotism of your sons and brothers, who were with me in 
the Army of the Potomac, from Yorktown to Antietam. 
Yet how could they be other than brave and patriotic ; for 
they first saw the light amid scenes classical in our earliest 
history, and sprang from ancestors who won and held their 
mountains in hundreds of combats against the Indians, the 
French and the English, after a gallaut defence of the now 
ruined ramparts of William Henry. The blood of many 
of your grandsires moistened the very ground on which you 
now stand in a butchery permitted by the cruel apathy of 
Montcalm, who, two years afterwards, suffered for his 
crimes in the great battle under the walls of Quebec, where 
others of your ancestors bore a most honorable part. 
Ticonderoga, Crown Point, Saratoga, are all names made 
sacred to you by the bravery of your fathers, who there 
made illustrious the name of American troops. In this 
later and more dreadful war you and yours have proved 
worthy of the reputation of your predecessors. And what- 
ever sacrifice may yet be necessary I am confident that you 
will never consent willingly to be citizens of a divided and 
degraded nation ; but that you will so support the actions 
of your fellow-countrymen in the field that we shall be vic- 
torious and again have peace and a reunited country ; when 
the hearts of the North and South shall again beat in uni- 
son as they did in the good old times of the Revolution ; 
when our Union and Constitution shall be as firm as the 
mountains which encircle this lovely lake, and the future of 
the Republic shall be as serene and pure as the waters of 
Horicon when no breeze ripples its surface.” 


An Arrican Batttt.—The King of Dahomey, not to be | 
outdone by paler and more civilized monarchs, has been in- 
dulging in a war. His enemy was a belligerent tribe 
called the Egbas, from whose defeat he expected to enrich 
himself with human booty, to supply his slave markets and 
the Royal purse. But his strategy has failed him; he 
has been utterly routed ; his attendants captured, his wives 
torn from him, and his stores seized by the victorious 
Egbas. 

On Monday, the 15thof March, the Dahomian army, 
with the King at its head, encamped at Owiwi, which is 
about 12 miles from Abbeokuta. Before 6 o'clock on Tues- 
day morning, the frequent reports of a gun fired at Aro, 





or principal chief, had made every preparation for the de- 
fence of the town. The Dahomians approached boldly 
enough. ‘They had three brass field six-pounder pieces 
bearing the inscription on the breech of “ Mexico, 1815.” 
They advanced in a column of 3,000 strong to within fifty 
yards of the wall of Abbeokuta, then sud displ aying 
their flags, extended their lines, and rapidly 
towards the wall. The Egbas immediately opened a tre- 
menduous fire on the serried lines, and arrested them at 
once. In the advancing column were Amazons, who 
fought bravely and desperstely. Many of these female furies 
climbed the wall, which is more than fifteen feet high ; 
but, as soon as they had reached the top, the Egbas drew 
them over and slew them. One Amazon, who had one of 
her hands cut off in her efforts to clamber over the wall, dis- 
charged her musket with the other hand and shot an Egba. 
She received a severe blow from a sabre, and fell backwards 
into the trench. The Dahomians were utterly defeated. In 
fact, they have never met with such asignal defeat—not evea 
in 1851. They lost upwards of 1009 in killed and the num- 
ber of prisoners is said to exceed 2000. The whole strength 
of the King is stated to have been 10,000 men and women. 
The Dahomians fled in two divisions. In front of the divis- 
ion which took first to flight was the doughty King himself. 
The Egbas pursued both divisions and slaughtered the 
fugitives without mercy and without pause. ing the 
discomfiture of the King, the inhabitants of the neighbor- 
ing crooms turned out and joined heartily in the general 
massacre. Out of his three field pieces the King had the 
misfortune to leave two in the good keeping of the Egbas. 
The wall of Abbeokuta is 15 miles in circumference, and 
the population is scarcely less than 200,000 souls.

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FOREIGN MILITARY AND NAVAL MATTERS. 


LuMey’s patent rudder, which is said to possess a 
remarkable power of reducing the time and space oc- 
cupied in turning a ship, is gradually being introduced 
into the British Navy, and much more rapidly into 
the merchant service. 


IN a paper recently read before the Royal United 
Service Institution, Major Brit suggested improve- 
ments in nearly every part of the British soldiers’ 
oy ape the paper being illustrated with drawings 
of the accoutrements he would substitute for those at 
present in use, the objections to which were forcibly 
pointed out. The dress proposed was a flannel shirt 
with a loosely-fitting collar, a short tunic, and knicker- 
bockers, with short boots fastened with straps in front. 
It was proposed to substitute a waterproof belt to hold 
the cartridges instead of the powder pouch, the knap- 
sack to be flexible and differently shaped, and each 
soldier to be provided with a sheet of waterproof in- 
stead of a blanket.

THe Mémorial Diplomatique says that complete or- 
ganization of foreign troops in the service of Mexico 
will form an effective force of 16,000 men, composed 
as follows :—8,000 French, 6,000 Austrians, and 2, 
Belgians. This corps will assume the title of ‘‘ The 
Foreign Legion,’’ and the commander-in-chief will be 
a French general, having the grade of a lieutenant- 

neral. He will receive his orders direct from the 

mperor MAXIMILIAN, and will only have to refer to 
the Ministry of War upon administrative affairs. The 
Foreign Legion will de divided into several regiments, 
which will bear the titles of ‘‘ Emperor NAPOLEON 
IIL,” ‘‘ Emperor of Austria,’ ‘‘ Emperor Maxi- 
MILIAN,”’ and “ Empress Caartorre.’”’ The last 
will be reserved to the regiment of Belgian soldiers. 


Breecu-loading rifles was the subject of a late 
paper read before the Royal United Service Institu- 
tion. The author, Lieutenant WALKER, urged the 
superiority of breech-loaders over ordinary rifles, re- 
ferring to recent experience during the war in Den- 
mark to show how much more destructive the Prus- 
sian needle-gun had been in practice than the guns 
with which the Danes were armed. He stated that 
a soldier expert in the use of a breech-loading rifle can 
load and fire five or six times in a minute, and in close 
fighting that is an enormous advantage, giving the 
anlies so armed more than twofold superiority over 
those armed with common rifles. One of the great 
advantages was stated to be, that the soldiers are not 
so much exposed to fire in loading their guns held 
horizontally as when standing up a down the 
cartridges ; and the further important advantage is 
gained in that mode of loading, that a line of men five 
or six deep can be firing at the same time, the first 
rank lying down, the second sitting, the third kneel- 
ing, and two or three standing, their bayonets being 
fixed during the firing. Lieutenant WALKER ex- 

ressed satisfaction that the British Government had 
etermined to try the arm experimentally, and had 
issued 2,000 breech-loading rifles for the purpose. On 
the table were exhibited various specimens of breech- 
loading rifles, the action of which was explained by 
General BorLEAv, including a Prussian needle-gun ; 
the rifle tried experimentally by the Government, 
made by Mr. Westiey Ricuarps, of Birmingham, 
and a rifle made on the plan invented by Mr. GREEN, 
which General BorLeav preferred toany. He strongly 
advocated the explosion of the charge by means of 
reussion applied directly to the cartridge, as in the 
russian needle-gun, in which, on pulling the trigger, 
& point penetrates the cartridge and explodes the pow- 
der without requiring the fixing on of any cap. He 
alluded to further advantages which may be antici- 
pated in the use of breech-loading rifles from the ap- 
plication of gun cotton as a substitute for gunpowder, 
as there is no fouling of the gun, nor any recoil with 
gun-cotton. 


INVENTOR OF THE PRUSSIAN NEEDLE GUN. 


Tue following is the substance of an account given by 
the Newe-Preuissische-Zeitung of Von Dreyse, the inventor of 
the breech-loading needle-gun : 

Joun Nicnotas Von Dreyszr is proprietor of the small- 
arms factory at Sommerda, near Erfurt, and was recently 
ennobled by the King of Prussia on account of the valuable 
service rendered in the Dano-German war by his invention. 
He is the son of a respectable locksmith of Sommerda, 
where he was born in 1787. In 1809 he went to Paris, 
where he obtained employment in several large mechanical 
workships, and among others the arms factory of Pauli. 
He returned to his native town in 1814, having acquired 
considerable practical ience in the mechanical arts. 
There he occupied himself at first in making improvements 
in his father’s lock-smithy, and with constructing model 
machines. In 1821 he joined a man named Kronnrecet, 
and set up an iron manuhetory.. About this time attempts 











were made elsewhere to adapt the percussion gers :aplng 
the old flint-lock in hunting wea He now @ ex- 
periments in explosive com; and in 1824, in con- 
junction with a partner named Cottenzvuscn, he took out a 
patent for percussion caps. In the following year he car- 
ried out the idea he had lately conceived of transferring the 
exploding element from the exterior to the interior of the 
gun. For the firing of the cartridge inside the barrel it 
appeared to him that the needle was the only means, and 
he tried every possible plan to effect this object. In 1828 he 

, and became the first constructor of a needle gun 
for which a patent was granted in Prussia. The same year 
the attention of the Minister of War was drawn to the value 
of this weapon for military purposes. Dxxrysr’s persever- 
ance was rewarded by a commission from Government to 
manufacture a large quantity of the so-called grape and 
cylinder guns. Experiments with these and other guns led 
him to make many improvements in his invention. In 
1836 he submitted his first breech-loading infantry needle- 
gun to the Prussian War Office. After making further 
improvements in this weapon he obtained an order for sev- 
eral hundred guns, which were tried at Spandau and Lub- 
ben in 1839-40. ‘The result of this trial proved perfectly 
satisfactory, and Freperick Witi1am IV. ordered them to 
be used first of all by the fusilier battalions, and gave the 
inventor the means for establishing a manufactory for arms 
and ammunition on a large scale. From 1841 to 1863 
Dreyse supplied to the Prussian Government 300,000 guns, 
besides a vast quantity of cartridges. He not only armed 
the entire Prussian force, but also supplied the troops of 
nearly all the neighboring German States with his breech- 
loading needle-gun. He has since endeavored to perfect 
his weapon in precision and range, and its excellence has 
been amply proved by its effect in the Schleswig campaign.

On Thursday, June 23d, Mr. Winson reported back the 
House bill to amend the act to provide for the payment fot 
horses and other property destroyed in the military service. 
Passed. Mr. Cowan reported a bill remitting the duties for 
the Chicago Sanitary Fair, which was passed. Mr. Trum- 
BULL reported a bill for bail in certain cases of military ar- 
rests, with an amendment limiting the taking of bail to the 
several courts of the United States. The original bill in- 
cluded State courts. He also reported adversely the bill to 
provide for claims against the Government for injury and 
destruction of property bythe Army or by military authority 
during the Rebellion. The motion to reconsider the bill 
passed on Wednesday, the 22d, to prevent military interfer- 
ence in elections, was taken up. The evening session was 
devoted to discussion of the $300 commutation clause. The 
House joint resolution making provision to fill the deficiency 
in the appropriation for payment of soldiers in the Western 
Department was adopted. 

On Friday, June 24th, Mr. Hatz introduced a bill to 
amend the act regulating the grade of line officers in the 
Navy. The bill authorizing the Secretary of the Treasury 
to have published and sell to shipmasters, at cost, maps, 
coast charts and nautical books, was passed. A resolution 
was adopted inquiring of the President whether authority 
has been given by the Government to any person to induce 
men to emigrate from Ireland or Canada for the purpose of 
entering our Army or Navy. The Library Committee was 
instructed to report on the expediency of having compiled a 
catalogue of all publications in reference to the Rebellion. 
Mr. Hate, without success, tried to introduce a resolution 
of inquiry in regard to the progress made in the construc- 
tion of the gunboats ordered in 1862. 

On Saturday, June 25th, Mr. Fosrzr reported a bill to 
regulate the distribution of prize money, stating that it con- 
solidated the previous bills on the subject, and had the ap- 
proval of the Navy Department. 

On Monday, June 27th, a petition was presented for the 
extension of the Homestead act to the forfeited estates of 
Rebels. A report was presented in favor of the publication 
of an edition of fifty thousand of a full Army Register, con- 
taining the names of all officers, both regulars and volun- 
teers, who have been in the service since the commencement 
of the Rebellion, to be sold to the people at cost. It was 
agreed to. An adverse report was made from the Military 
Committee on the resolution to allow Congressmen to visit 
without restraint the military forts and prisons in their re- 
spective States. A bill was passed for a commission to re- 
port the most suitable location on Western waters for a 
navy yard, which is a House substitute for the original bill 
to establish a navy yard at Cairo. A long debate ensued on 
the bill providing for bail in certain cases of military arrest, 
but no vote was reached. 

On Thursday, the 28th, the House bill for the relief of 
the officers of the Fourth and Fifth Indian regiments, who 
were commissioned by the War Department, but not mus- 
tered into the service, was passed. 

On Wednesday, the 29th, the resolution directing inquiry 
as to the progress made in the construction of gunboats, 
constructed for 1862, was agreed to. The House bill grant- 
ing a pension to the wife of Exsien Keiioce, who was exe- 
cuted at Richmond as a spy, was passed. A bill extending 
to the wives and children of colored soldiers the benefits of 
the pension act, was passed. The bill to reimburse Penn- 








sylvania for expenses in repelling the Rebel invasion last 








year, was amended so as to include the expenditures of al} 
the States engaged in that campaign. The House Enroll. 
ment bill was taken up, and several important amendments 
adopted. The period allowed for recruiting to all quotas 
was reduced from sixty to forty days; States shall recruit 
only within their own limits; a tax of five per cent. on in. 
comes of over six hundred dollars is levied to pay soldiers 


bounties. Finally the bill was passed. 
HOUSE. 

On Thursday, June 23d, a resolution wes adopted direct. 
ing the Military Committee to report a bill giving the 
bounties allowed by existing laws to men who volunteered 
in the earlier part of the war for less than three years, and 
not less than nine months. 

On Friday, June 24th, a protracted debate took place on 
the Senate bill to establish a navy yard dépdt at or near 
Cairo, ll. The House adjourned without action on the bill, 

On Saturday, June 25th, the proposition to repeal the 
$300 commutation clause in the Enrollment act, came up, 
and occupied the remainder of the day. Partisan questions 
came up, as well as the question of the war and the meang 
of carrying it on. The debate was exciting, and occasionally 
acrimonious and personal. Mr. Fernanpo Woop was 
hissed a little by members while denouncing the war. 
Messrs. GArrizitp and Scuenck, of Ohio, advocated the re- 
peal of the draft commutation. Mr. Oprxi, of New York, 
disbelieved in the policy of it. Other members took part 
in the discussion, but no vote was reached. 

On Monday, June 27th, a resolution in favor of giving to 
disabled soldiers such appointments as are in the gift of 
officers of the House was adopted. A resolution authoriz- 
ing the extension of the Navy Department building was 
reported. The Senate’s amendments to the bill exempting 
from duties goods imported for the late Chicago Sanitary 
Fair were concurred in. A long debate then ensued on the 
proposition to repeal the three hundred dollars draft com- 
mutation, which, on being put to a vote, was again de- 
feated, but this time by only two majority, showing that 
the opposition to its repeal is losing strength. Different 
amendments and substitutes were offered, but a vote on the 
entire bill was not reached. 

On Thursday, the 28th, the vote rejecting Mr. Smrruer’s 
substitute for the Enrollment bill was reconsidered by 83 to 
71, and the substitute adopted by 81 to 75. It authorizes 
the President, at his discretion, at any time, to call for any 
number of volunteers for one, two or three years, or in case 
of a draft any substitute shall be credited to any town or 
district, toward filling the quota of which he may have vol- 
unteered or been drafted. 

Every volunteer or substitute, who may be accepted for 
one year, unless sooner discharged, shall be paid a bounty 
of $200, for two years $300, and for three years $400, to be 
paid at stated intervals. 

In case of the death of the volunteer or substitute, the 
bounty remaining shall be paid to the wife, children or legal 
representatives, and in case of honorable discharge by rea- 
son of wounds, such volunteer or substitute shall receive the 
full bounty. 

In case the quota of any town shall not be filled in sixty 
days after the President’s call, he is authorized to order a draft 
for one year to fill such quota; and in case of any such draft 
no payment of money shall be aceepted or received by the 
Government to release any enrolled or drafted men from 
military service. 

It is made lawful for the Executive of any State to re. 
cruit in the rebellious States. : 

Minors under eighteen years of age, enlisted without the 
consent of their parents or guardians, shall be discharged. 

Persons in the naval service who have entered during the 
present Rebellion, are to be credited to the quota by reason 
of their being in said service, and not enrolled prior to Feb- 
ruary last. 

An amendment was offered, but rejected by 47 to 110, 
that hereafter persons between the ages of forty-five and 
fifty ycars shall be enrolled and subject to draft in the same 
manner as persons between twenty and forty-five. 

Mr. Stevens offered an amendment “that the law with 
regard to persons conscientiously opposed to bearing arms 
shall not be altered or affected by this act, except so far as 
it regards the amount of money to be paid for exemption.” 
The amendment was agreed to—Yeas,79; Nays, 63. The 
bill passed by 79 against 73. 

The Senate bill with amendments for the botter organiza 
tion of the Quartermaster’s Department, and the bill facili- 
tating Admiralty cases in New York, were passed. 

On Wednesday, the 29th, the Senate’s amendment to the 
bill regulating prize proceedings and the distribution of 
prize money was agreed to. The bill to organize and regu- 
late the engineer corps in the regular and volunteer Army 


was passed.

any manner or shape whatever’ —(Signed), Espen Everett, 
Captain Ist N. M. Vols., did violate said pledge, by becom- 
ing intoxicated at Fort Canby, N. M., and while on duty as 
officer of the day, on or about the Ist day of November, 
1863, having been found guilty of both charges and each 
specification except one. Captain Everett was sentenced to 
be cashiered. The proceedings of the court were approved 
by Brigadier-General Carleton and the sentence ordered to 
be executed.

Tae Reset Works at Avcusta, Ga.—A Rebel paper 
published at Augusta, Ga., gives some facts in regard to the 
extent of the work done at the Government works in that 

lace : 

, During two months previous to the close of May, the fol- 
lowing war materials were supplied to the Rebel armies :— 
One million four hundred thousand small arm cartridges. 
Six thousand rounds fixed ammunition (shot and shell at- 
tached to cartridges for field batteries). ‘Two thousand five 
hundred Colonel Rains’s percussion hand grenades. One 
thousand five hundred rifle shells for field artillery. Fifty- 
four tons eight and ten-inch shot and shell for columbiads. 
One hundred tons of gunpowder. Three complete batteries 
of brass 12-pounder Napoleon guns, with carriages, limbers, 
caissons, harness, equipments, ammunition, travelling forges, 
&c. One battery of three-inch rifle and banded iron guns 
and twelve pound bronze howitzers. One battery of four 
twelve pound howitzers. The above two batteris being com- 
plete at all points, with carriages, limbers, caissons, harness, 
ammunition, equipments, &c. 

All of the above guns, except the rifle battery for Gener- 
al MorGan, were sent to General JouNnston’s army, which 
has altogether sixteen complete batteries of brass guns, 
which were mainly manufactured in every part at the Gov- 
ernment Foundry and Machine Works and Gun Carriage 
Departments in this place. ; 

The most of these batteries are composed of the new 12 
pounder Napoleon guns, introduced in the service of the 
war by the present Emperor of the French; of these, over 
eighty-five, weighing in the aggregate more than fifty tons, 
have been cast at the Government Foundry in this city, 
mainly within the past year. In the same period over five 
hundred tons of the first quality of gunpowder have been 
made at the Powder Works and distributed throughout the 
Confederacy. 

In addition to the foregoing, there has been an immense 
number of small arm cartridges, cartridge bags, fixed am- 
munition, canteens, haversacks, horse shoes, time fuses and 





percussion caps made at the Arsenal, as well as large 
amounts of signal rockets, port fires, sets of aa, 
ness, infantry accoutrements, &c., manufactured wii the 
past twelve months. 








The following farewell address has been issued-by Field- 
Marshal Count Weranoet to the allied Prusso-Austrian 
army :— 

“ Heapquarters, Horsens, May 20th. 

“ His Majesty the King, my most gracious master, has 
deigned to relieve me from the chief command of the allied 
army by a cabinet order of the 18th inst., and at the same 
time to confer upon me the rank of count. Until further 
notice the chief command is entrusted to his Royal Highness 
Prince Freprrick CHarwes of Prussia, as the senior general 
present at the seat of war, while General Von Herwagtn, of 
the infantry, undertakes the post of commanding general of 
the combined army corps. His Majesty has given me his 
royal thanks for the glorious campaign, which has just ar- 
rived at a pause, and summons me to be near his gracious 
person at Berlin, that I may not be exposed, at my ad- 
vanced age, and after an arduous winter campaign, to the 
possibility of new fatigues. I, therefore, take leave of you, 
dear comrades of the allied army, who have victorious 
overcome the enemy in a campaign of several months, an 
endured the hardships of an unusually severe winter. The 
allied army under my leadership has so brilliantly fulfilled 
its appointed task—the occupation of the Duchy of Schles- 
wig—that hundreds of guns and thousands of prisoners re- 
main in our hands, and that the enemy is expelled from the 
continental portion of his kingdom. The allied troops, as 
the worthy representatives of two greatarmies, have fought 
side by side in faithful comradeship with most praiseworthy 
zeal, and have thus attained an object which, being gained, 
I am enabled to retire with satisfaction, highly honored by 
the favor of our illustrious monarch. For all this I return 
the generals, officers, functionaries and soldiers of the allied 
atmy my warmest and most heartfelt thanks. At your 
head I have passed the proudest and happiest days which 
the favor of Providence has appointed to my lot. Fare- 
well, and do not forget your veteran leader, who will 
recollect you and your exploits with thankfulness and pride 
until the last hour of his life.

BivucueR AnD uis Prpr.—Here is an incident of 1815, 
which the English journals are relating: On the morning’ 
of the memorable battle of Waterloo, Hznneman had just 
handed his master (BLucHER) alighted pipe, when a cannon- 
ball struck the ground close by, scattering earth and gravel 
in all directions, and causing the white charger on which 
BiucHerR wa mounted to spring aside—a manoouvre that 
broke the pipe into a thousand pieces before the owner 
had time evsen to lift it to his lips. 

“ Just keep a lighted pipe ready for me; I shall be back 
in a few moments, after I have driven away the rascally 
French churls.” : 

With these words Biucuer gave the command, “ Forward, 
boys!’ and off he galloped with his cavalry. Instead, 
however, of a chase of a few minutes, it was a rapid march 
of nearly a whole hot summer day, as we all know from 
history. After the battle was over, BiucueEr rode back with 
WELLINGTON to the place where he first got a glimpse of the 
combatting armies, and nearing the spot where BLucuer had 
halted in the morning, they saw to their surprise a solitary 
man, his head tied with a handkerchief, one arm in a sling, 
and calmly smoking a pipe ! 

“Donner und Blitz!” cried Buucuer, “ why, that is my 
HennemMAn. How you look, boy ; what are you doing here 
alone ?”” 

“Waiting for your speedy return,” was the grumbling 
answer. ‘ You have come at last! I have waited for you 
here, pipe in mouth, for the whole long day. This is the 
last pipe in the box. The cursed French have shot away 
every pipe from my mouth, have ripped the flesh from m 
head, and shattered my arm with their deuced bullets. It 
is well there is an end to the battle, or you would have 
been too late even for the last pipe.’

THE ARMY AND THE PEOPLE. 

NCOMPLETE as the Virginia campaign is, it has 

already developed sufficiently vast proportions to 
reveal to the Nation the magnitude of the task be- 
fore it. To declare that the present is to be the last 
and the most rapid campaign of the war is more than 
any one cares to assume—except it be those rash 
fomenters of public exhilaration, who have never 
ceased to pronounce each immediate success of our 
arms from Drainesville to Spottsylvania, ‘‘ the begin- 
“‘ ning of the end.’’ No, if indeed an auspicious end 
is nigh, there is still a bloody interval, which must be 
expended in stern and incessant labor, before an ene- 
my like that we now contend with, can be beaten into 
subjection. Instead of every day casting the horo- 
scope of the country for an impending dissolution of 
the Rebellion, and announcing that its fall ‘‘ becomes 
** only a question of time,”’ it would be at least as well 
to remember that it is a question of endurance and of 
reinforcement. The oracular phrase, ‘‘ time,’’ has 
become ambiguous from the very lapse of time itself. 
Without constant and patriotic effort there would in- 
deed be a question of time, but a question too quickly 
and fatally solved. 

To one who soberly reflects on the disclosures of the 
campaign thus far, there is nothing to excite trepida- 
tion, for everything promises well. No military men 
of judgment, probably, anticipated a very rapid de- 
cision under this grave arbitrament of arms. But 
there is some disappointment to the more sanguine 
of our people, and especially to those who were misled 
by prophecies of time, or by the occupation of terri- 
tory. Five times since the march from Culpepper, the 
enemy has set himself across our path, and four times 
has been dislodged. Brought fairly to bay, at length, 
he has contended with success unequalled at any pre- 
vious stronghold, unless it be that at the Chicka- 
hominy. 

In a word, the resistance presented to our progress 
has increased, as might have been, but generally was 
not, anticipated, at each of its five stages. Terrible 
and mysterious as was the man-to-man struggle in the 
dense, and gloomy thickets ot the Wilderness, it had 
been well for us, had it continued, on the terms it ex- 
acted, ten days instead of two. There were but par- 
tial entrenchments to carry, and, while a familiar re- 
gion and some preparation were advantages to the 
enemy, equal valor and greater numbers must have 
turned the scale towards us. The strategy of GRANT 
was at first directed to procuring an equal field. The 
excellence of the overland road was in its possibility of 
affording such fields, whereon the deadly preliminary 
trial of strength might be made, before the weaker 
party should recoil to his strong covert at Richmond. 
That advantage we had in the Wilderness, but no- 
where since—a drawn battle, then, where the losses 
were indeed appalling, but falling equally on either 
party. But afterwards, the wide détours in flanking 
movements, the exhausting marches and changes of 
position, and, above all, the necessity of assaulting 
prepared defences with repeated and hitherto fruitless 
shocks, have been attended with losses proportionate 
to the enemy’s certainly as 3 to 2, possibly as 5 to 3. 
Some tolerably accurate tabulation of our losses, it 
might be easy, if wise, to compile. For the widely 
different estimates of authorities who should be trust- 
worthy may sometimes be reconciled by observing that 
the lesser often denotes the number permanently lost 
to the army, while the other includes all who are tem- 
porarily hors du combat—stragglers, exhausted men, 
sick men, slightly wounded men. With either enu- 
meration, the total makes a loss larger, perhaps, than 
had been anticipated by the Government for the 
prologue to the Richmond drama. 

But in war, it is not the first only, but every step, 
that costs. Let it be remembered that the Army 
must suffer other depletion, also, from the expiring 
service of many veterans who enlisted three years 
ago, and from the disease and exhaustion incident, as 
experience fatally teaches us, to any vigorous July 

campaign in Southeastern Virginia. 

What then is the lesson for the people to learn 
from its past and its prospective sacrifice? It is the 





necessity of yet other cheerful and strenuous efforts to 


keep the Army full and strong—to stand senile to to 
make personal devotion, if need be, to the war. The 
lesson is for the Government to resort to no devices 
for procuring money instead of men. The experience 
of the past has shown that the American people are 
willing to cheerfully go to the extreme of personal 
devotion to the cause of national honor, and this 
latest and most heroic of campaigns has extorted at 
length from European observers the declaration— 
‘the Northerners are not mercenaries.’’ The spec. 
tacle of a people bearing adverse fortune with equa- 
nimity, is more grateful than that of a nation jubilant 
and intoxicated with conquest. 

Military men have ever been accustomed to look at 
the war as a longer and harder undertaking than those 
who thought more earnestly of the justice of the 
cause than of the difficulty of maintaining it. Popu- 
lar impatience, and more especially, official impatience, 
has often wronged many a gallant officer whose patri- 
otism was most unquestionable. In the early part of 
the Rebellion, to urge the equipment of one half the 
forces which have already been lost in the struggle, 
was accepted as a sign of insanity in one case, and of 
treason in others. But lukewarmness in the cause of 
national honor should be tardily charged against the 
soldier who seals his testimony by his blood. Let it 
always be remembered that while many noisier patriots 
have measured their sacrifice by setting this or that 
year as the time when our integrity shall be vindicated 
if at all, thousands of gallant officers, less exultant at 
the outset, less confident of success, more willing to 
attribute good qualities to their opponents, have 
fought far beyond the time so foolishly prescribed, 
and are fighting now with a patriotism which knows 
no tithe or measurement of time, labor, or suffering as 
the offering due to the country. 

As tothe Army now in Virginia, it is difficult to 
convey an adequate appreciation of its determination, 
its spirit, and its gallantry. Its ranks have been 
riddled and thinned by the long campaign. Whole 
companies, whole regiments have been destroyed. 
Battalions and brigades have lost their distinctive ap- 
pellations. By the influx of new material the char- 
acter of divisions and of corps has been changed. 
The reckless gallantry of officers has swept them of 
by hundreds, and now captains may command the 
relics of regiments or of brigades. Of the men who 
maue the other campaign around Richmond, not a fifth 
have traversed the ground again. And yet, exhaust- 
ed and wounded, as they are, the spirit and enthus- 
asm of the Army remain perfect. No thought of 
failure enters their breasts. Deprived of the leader- 
ship of many of their old officers and of the compan- 
ionship of many comrades in camp and field, foiled 
in a score of battles, they yet look on Richmond as 
their legitimate prize, long delayed, but sure at the 
last. 

It is, therefore, in the invincible spirit of the 
armies now in the field and the vast resources of the 
country yet untouched, that one may found his conf- 
dence in the final issue. There needs no call to the 
men in the Virginia trenches to “‘ stiffen the sinews 
‘*and summon up the blood’’ at the blast of war. 
There is only need of the Government standing ready 
to keep the ranks full, and to preserve the present 
superiority of their force to that of the enemy. Long 
ago, many a veteran who now eyes the spires of Pe- 
tersburgh, saw, trom Fair Oaks, the dim chureb- 
towers of Richmond. Yet it was not for that Army 
then to enter the beleagured capital. Now at last, 
with the Government, the people and the Army 
schooled by the experience of that elder campaign, 
the prospect of success may be made brighter. Let 
the reserve in the North stand ready to its post, and 
there need be no doubt of thorough triumph. 








A Masoriry Report from the Special Senate Com- 
mittee on naval supplies, signed by Senators 
Hate and BucKALEW, commences by thanking 
the Secretary of the Navy for aiding the Com- 
mittee, who say that ‘‘they are aware that the Hon. 
‘Secretary needs no endorsement at their hands, 
‘‘yet they feel that simply justice requires them to 
“say that in all their investigations, they discovered 
“nothing to cast a suspicion upon his uprightness 35 
‘a man, and his integrity as an officer.’’ But the 
Committee have not an equally good opinion of some 
of his subordinates. Indeed, they—to use their own 
words—‘‘ start with the announcement that the inves- 





‘tigations which they have made satisfy them beyond 
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“ doubt, that in the matter of naval supplies last 
“year, the Government must have been grossly de- 
“frauded by having to pay most exhorbitant and 
“enormous prices for very many of the articles pro- 
“ eyred by contract with the heads of bureaus.”’ 

This position the Committee endeavor to substan- 
tiate by presenting facts to show how contractors al- 
tered and changed their bids in such a manner as to 
secure profitable jobs. The Committee recommend to 
those who would be informed on this matter, to ex- 
amine this testimony, but they do not advise any ad- 
ditional legislation. The abuses which have been 
practiced have aot been for want of law, but from 
neglect and violation of law. ‘‘Unless,’’ say the 
Committee, ‘‘those entrusted with the execution of 
‘the law are faithful and vigilant, the wisdom of the 
“ wisest is incompetent to the framing of laws to pro- 
“tect the public from the lawless rapacity of the dis- 
“honest. Ata time like the present, when taxes are 
“so high, and the burdens of the war fall so heavily 
“on the people, they have a right to expect and de- 
“ mand from those entrusted with the disbursement of 
“the public money fidelity, vigilance and economy.” 

The majority report thus sums up the result of the 
examinations of the Committee: 

lst. In the matter of contracts for naval supplies last year, Gov- 
ernment has been grossly defrauded. 

2d. These frauds could not have been perpetrated without aid 
from those in the employment of Government in the bureaus. 


3d. These remarks apply to the Bureau of Steam Engineering, 
the Bureau of Construction, and the Bureau of Yards and Docks. 








THE emissaries of our enemy have at great pains, 
and, apparently, at no little expense, endeavored to 
blacken the character of the dead Colonel DAHLGREN, 
by publishing what purports to be a photo-lithograph 
of the orders and instructions found on the body of 
the slain officer. In this pretended fac-simile, orders 
are given for the destruction of the city of Richmond, 
and the massacre of Mr. JEFFERSON DAvis and his 
Cabinet. Of course, the moral sense of our French 
and English friends is rudely violated, and Colonel 
DAHLGREN’S honorable name is held up to execra- 
tion. It is well, therefore, that we are able 
to say that these documents are not in the hand- 
writing of the gallant young Colonel; that even his 
name is mis-spelled; and that the whole bears evi- 
dence of being a bold and outrageous forgery. Colo- 
nel DAHLGREN’S handwriting is familiar to his many 
friends, and they have taken pains to procure a copy 
of the photograph, and now do not hesitate to de- 
nounce it as an unprincipled attempt to defame the 
character of a young and chivalrous enemy. To those 
who had previously investigated the facts in regard to 
thecavalry raid upon Richmond, there was needed 
nothing to convince them of the lack of truth in the 
stories circulated by the enemy to make it appear 
that he had died in an undertaking unworthy of the 
true and chivalrous soldier he was. 





BricApiER-General Z. B. Tower, U. S. Volun- 
teers, and Major of Engineers, has been ordered to 
relieve Colonel A. H. Bowman, U. 8S. Corps of En- 
gineers, as Superintendent of the Military Academy 
at West Point. 

General Tower, the newly-appointed Superinten- 
dent, is an officer of long and distinguished service in 
the Engineer Corps. All who know him will recog- 
nize his eminent fitness for the responsible position to 
which he has been assigned. He was graduated at 
the Academy in 1841, leading his class, in which were 
such men as Horatio G. W RIGHT, who stood next 
tohim, NaTHaNnreL Lyon, who was killed in the 
early days of the war, SAMUEL J ONES, the Rebel Gen- 
eral, the lamented JoHN F. ReyNoips, Don CaRLos 
Burtt, Wu. T. H. Brooks, L B. Ricnarpson, 
Ricuarp B. GARNETT, and other well-known officers 
of the Union and Rebel Armies. Soon after his 
graduation, he served asan Acting and afterwards as a 
fall Assistant Professor of Engineering in the Acad- 
emy (1842-3), with whose traditions and system of 
instruction he is thoroughly familiar. During the 
Mexican War, he distinguished himself in the battles 
of Cerro Gordo, Contreras, and Churubusco, and at 
Chapultepec he was wounded, and won a brevet 
rank as Major of Engineers for gallant and merito- 
rious services. In 1850 he, with General (then Major) 
BaRNarD, was engaged in the work of constructing 
the fortifications of San Francisco; and when Major 
BaRNARD was ordered to West Point in 1855, as 
Superintendent of the Military Academy, Major 
Tower remained in California and took charge of the 
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engineering operations. He came East at the out- 
break of the Rebellion, and in November, 1861, was 
made Brigadier-General of Volunteers, and at the 
same time brevet Lieutenant-Colonel in his corps. 
During the present war he has added to his previous 
reputation, while to his Chapultepec wound he adds 
a wound received at the second Bull Run battle. 
Colonel Bowman retires from the Academy after 
having held the position of Superintendent for a little 
more than three years. It will be remembered that 
in January of 1841, Major DELAFIELD, who had twice 
held the command at West Point, was relieved by 
Captain and Brevet-Major P. G. T. BEAUREGARD, 
who, five days afterwards, was ordered to transfer the 
command back to Major DELAFIELD, who, on the first 
of March of the same year, was in turn succeeded by 
Major Bowman. General Tower will be the fifteenth 
Superintendent of the Academy, and will enter upon 
his labors under the happiest auspices. He will find 
the institution in a condition of great prosperity, 
more than ever before honored among the people, 
and the pride of the Army. 


BRIGADIER-General JosepH P. TAyLor, Commis- 
sary-General of Subsistence of the United States 
Army, died in Washington, on Wednesday, the 29th 
of June. General TAYLoR, who was a native of 
Kentucky, and a brother of General ZacHary Tay- 
LOR, entered the military service of the United States 
in 1813 as third-lieutenant of the Twenty-eighth in- 
fantry, and acted in the subsistence department for 
most of the time thereafter until 1829, when he was 
appointed a captain. In 1838 he attained the rank of 
Major, and in 1841 was made Assistant Commissary- 
General with the rank of lieutenant-colonel. During 
the war with Mexico his able administration gained 
for him a brevet, and on the death of Brevet-Major- 
General GEORGE GIBSON, late Commissary-General 
of Subsistence, he succeeded that officer with the rank 
of colonel. Under the act of February 9, 1863, pro- 
viding for the addition of a brigadier-general to the 
Subsistence Department, Colonel TayLor was selected 
for that position. 

General TAYLOR was, we believe, the uncle of Gen- 
eral RicHARD TAYLOR of the Rebel Army. His son, 
Josepu H. TAYLOR, is a captain in the Sixth Cavalry, 
and Assistant Adjutant-General and Lieutenant-Col- 
onel on the staff of General Auaur. Colonel HENRY 
F. CLARKE, of the Subsistence Department, is a son- 
in-law of General TAYLOR. , 


Mr. GreorceE B. Smiru, a gentleman who has had 
much experience in similar work, has prepared for 
Congress a complete Register of the Regular and Vol- 
unteer Armies. It includes the names of the officers 
of every regiment which has been sent to the field ; 
the names of officers killed, wounded, and who have 
died, with the particulars and attendant circumstances 
in brief. Some idea of the extent of the labor spent 
upon it may be obtained, when it is known that the 
number of regiments will reach about two thousand. 
It is easy to see how valuable such a work must be to 
the country, andto what constant use it may be put 
asa book of reference. We are told that the com- 
piler has fine qualifications for his task, and has en- 
joyed rare facilities. By our Congressional record it 
will be seen that a large number of copies have been 
ordered to be printed, for sale to the Army, at the 
nominal price of one dollar. 

In announcing the reorganization of the artillery of 
the Army of the Potomac into batteries of four guns, 
we were led by our informant into the error of stating 
that the calibre of the guns in a battery was mixed. 
We were surprised at this statement at the time, know- 
ing that all experience was in favor of guns of like cali- 
bre, but our informant was positive—and, as it proves, 
wrong. Wemay say that the rifled guns in use are 
principally the 3-inch ordnance gun, there being but 
four or five Parrott batteries. There isa difference 
of opinion amongst artillery officers as to whether or 
no the mobility of thearm is increased by the new or- 
ganization, for with the same number of guns, the 
number of battery wagons, forage, and baggage wag- 
ons is increased one-third. 











Two junior officers of the Sassacus have been pro- 
moted for their share in the action of that vessel with 
the Rebel ram Albemarle, and Captain Sura has 





received the congratulations of the Department for 
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the same affair, Lieutenant-Commander Francis 
Rog, the commander of the Sassacus, has also been 


advanced five grades; and James M. Hossey, the 
engineer of the Sassacus, thirty numbers in his grade. 








TuE British Army and Navy Gazette informs us 
that it is intended to replace the 110-pounders now on 
board the Enterprise and Research with the new pat- 
tern Armstrong guns, which instead of being called, 
as heretofore, 110-pounders, will be denominated 7- 
inch Armstrong breech-loaders. These guns will fire 
the 100-lb. rifle projectiles now in active preparation 
in the Royal Arsenal, but it is not intended at present 
to alter their fine grooving, or to fire any other than 
lead-coated projectiles from them. The rear chock 
naval carriages supplied for the heavy Armstrongs 
are not, as Sir W. ARMSTRONG has represented, at 
all adapted for fighting-guns in a sea-way, and that in 
both Mr. Rrep’s new vessels great difficulties have 
been consequently experienced in working the guns 
efficiently. The 150 breech-loader 70-pounder guns, 
which were made and finished at Woolwich on Sir 
WILLIAM ARMSTRONG’S pattern, and under his super- 
intendence, are to be converted. They will be retubed 
with a bore of the size to take a 32lb. ball, will be 
closed at the breech, and thus made into muzzle- 
loaders and rifled, will be served out to the Navy with 
all dispatch. It is said that the guns are to be rifled 
on the plan of the ‘‘ Frederick’ gun, which has lately 
had a short trial at Portsmouth. 





ConGREss has at 'ength heeded the demands of 
necessity, and we are likely to have an amended En- 
rollment law, which will do something to assist the 
Government in its task of filling up the Armies of 
the Union. The endeavor of Congress will be to en- 
courage an effort to obtain the larger portion, at least, 
of the recruits, by volunteering. The people have at 
length come to an appreciation of the «act that the 
war is not to be ended in a single campaign, and that 
no immediate success which we may hope for, however 
great such success may be, will enable them to lessen 
their efforts against the enemy, whom at all hazards, 
and, however great the expense, the national welfare 
and the national honor call upon us to discomfit and 
overcome. The severity of the measure will always 
make a conscription unpopular, but we have faith in 
the people to believe that they will not stop at neces- 
sary sacrifice to accomplish the work in which they 
are engaged. 


Tue Navy list shows the British Navy to contain 
at present in commission 240 steamships of all sizes, 
from the stately three-decker down to the tiny gun- 
boat. These mount between 230 and 240 guns ; they 
are manned by about 45,000 men and boys, and are 
propelled by a steam-power exceeding 60,000 horses 
nominal. In addition, there are 48 sailing-vessels, 
mounting upwards of 600 guns, and manned by about 
6,500 men and boys. The sailing-vessels are naturally 
only fit for harbor duty and training-ships. They are 
never intended to go to sea again, and therefore 
should not be regarded as belonging to the effective 
naval force. 











AMONGST our announcements of deaths, this week, 
will be found the names of three sons of CHARLEs T. 
and JULIANA FLussER—OTTOKAR, CHARLES W. and 
Guy,—the first and last killed in the service of the 
enemy, the other dying gloriously in defence of his 
flag. The divided allegiance of this brave family is a 
forcible commentary on the sad results of a civil war. 
But however deep may be the parental sorrow, the 
mourning for a son like the gallant naval hero Fivs- 
SER must be assuaged by the memory of his great 
services to his country, and the honor in which all 
true men hold his name. 


AN Italian telegram lately originated a story to the 
effect that the anniversary of the battle of Magenta 
had been cclebrated in Austria as a national victory. 
The simple tact is that they keep the day as one of 
mourning, the Catholic officers attending a grand mass 
for the souls of those who fell in the battle. The offi- 
cers wear crape round their arms, and salvoes of ar- 
tillery are fired.

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BILLS RELATING TO THE NAVY. 


AN Act to authorize the Secretary of the Navy to provide for the educa- 
tion of naval constructors and steam engineers, and for other pur- 
poses. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress Assembled, That the Secretary of the 
Navy be, and he is hereby, authorized to provide by regulations to be 
issued by him, for the education of such midsbipmen or others at the 
Naval Academy as show a peculiar aptitude therefor as naval construc- 
tors, or civil and steam engineers, and may form a separate class for 
this purpose, or otherwise aiford to such persons all proper facilities for 
such a scientific mechanical education as will fit them for such profes- 


sions. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That, upon the recommendation of 
the academic board, such persons connected with the scientific and me- 
chanical class as gradoate therein, with credit, may be immediately 
commissioned as aasisiant naval constructors or warranted as engi- 


neers. 
Bec. 8. And be itfurther enacted, That the present naval constructors 
and assistant naval constructors may be commissioned, taking rank from 
their entrance into the service. 
Sec. 4. And be it further enacted, That the list of steam engineer offi- 
oers in the United States Navy shall be divided into six grades as fol- 


» VIZ: 

First. Fleet engineers. 

Second. Chief engineers. 

Third. First assistant engineers. 

rth. Second assistant engineers. 

Fifth, Third assistant engineers. 

Sixth Cadet engineers. ; 

Sec. 6. And be it further enacted, That the number of flzet engineers 
shall not exceed eighteen, who shall be selected by the President of the 
United States, and confirmed by the Senate, from the list of chief engi- 
neers inthe Navy. The number of chief engineers shall not exceed one 
for each firet and second rate vessel in the Navy, with such first, second 
and third assistant engineers, or those acting as such, and cadet engi- 
neers, as the wants of the service actually require. 

Bec. 6. And be it further enacted, That cadet engineers shall be ap- 

ted by the Secretary of the Navy : Provided, That no person shall 
pereligible for such appointment who does not produce satisfactory evi- 
dence that be has been employed at least two years in the actual fabri- 
cation of steam machinery. The candidate shall be under 18 years of 
age, and shall pass a mental and physical examination. 

Bec. 7. And be it further enacted, That the Secretary of the Navy be, 
and he hereby is, authorized to provide, by regulations to be issved by 
him, for the education of cadet engineers at the Naval Academy, and 
may form a separate class for this purpose, and supply such other means 
and facilities for scientific mechanical education as will fit them for the 
duties of ther profession. . 

Sec. 8. And be it further enacted, That when appointed, cadet engineers 
shall be admitted to the Nava! Academy, where they shall be examined 
according to the regulations which shall be issued by the Secretary of 
the Navy, and if deficient at any examination, or dismissed for mscon- 
duct, neither they nor any other student or midshipman shall be con- 
tinued in the acsdemy or in the service, unless upon recommendation 
of the academic board. The academic course of cadet engineers shall 
be two years. } 

Sec. 9. And be it further enacted, That the pay of cadet engineers shall 
be the sa.ue as that of midshipmen. 

Sec. 10. And be it further enacted, That first assistant engineers shall 
be commissioned by the President, by and with the advice and consent 
of the Senate. 

Sec. 11. And be it further enacted, That the pay of engineer officers of 
the Navy shall be equal to that of medical officers.

experience with a similar class of vessels in actual conflict ani during a 
varied service of more than two years has demonstrate’| that many im- 


provements could be made to render them more complete #nd efficient } 


as vessels of war ; and whereas these improvements have added largely 
to the cost of construction of each of these vessels, rendering it impossi- 
ble for the contractor to comp'ete them under euisting arrangements ; 
and whereas it is of the utmost importance to the hoaor and interests 
of the country that they should be finished and ready for service at the 
earliest mome t: Therefore, 

Resolved by ie -enate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America i |»: ress assembled, That the Secretary of the 
Navy be, and he is hereby, a\i »orized to amend the existing contract 
for the construction of these vexs: -, £0 far as it relates to the Puritan, 
and to appoint a competent board to » certain the present value, as far 
as completed, of that vessel, and of the m terial on hand deemed actu- 
ally necessary to her construction, and to pay 1) Capain John Ericsson, 
the contractor, the amount of valuation so ascertaine ', deducting there- 
from any sums already advanced towards thecompletion o ®aid vessel ; 
and that upon said payment being made by the Secretary oi ti» Navy 
the rights of contractor to sa‘d vessel and material or any portion thier - 
of shail cease and be vested wholly and absolutely in the United States, 
which sha!l thenceforth proceed to complete said vessel under such ar- 
rangements as may be d d most advantag : Provided , however, 
That nothing herein tained ehall in any maaner affect the contract 
for the construction of the Dictator, which shall be completed by said 
contractor upon the same terms and conditions as if this resolution had 
not been passed : And provided, further, Tnat no action shall be had 
under this resolution until said contractor shall have signified to the 
Secretary of the Navy, in writing, his acceptancs of its provisions and 
bis willingness to superintend to completion the construction of the 
Puritan: ided further, That this resolution shall not take effect 
until the completion and delivery of the Dictator: Provided, also, That 
it shall be the duty of the Secretary of the Navy in carrying this reso- 
lution into execution to apportion and apply to the Dictator, in payment 
for that vessel, only such portio. of the gross contract price of the two 
million three hundred thousand dollars ($2,300,000) for the Dictator and 
Puritan as the Dictator would justly be entitled to if both vessels had 
been completed at the price and in the mode of construction speci- 
fled in the contract, special reference being had to the difference of cost 
between the two vessels, arising from the difference in their construc- 
tion provided for in the contract.

A Bit to regulate prize proceedings and the distribution of prize money , 
and for other purposes. 
Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
Biates of America in Congress assembled, That it shall be the duty of 
the commanding officer of any vessel or vessels mak'ng a capture to 
secure the documents of the ship ind cargo, including the log-book , with 
ail other documents, letters, and otucr papers found on bourd, and 
make an inventory of the same, and seal tucm up and send them with 
the inventory, to the court in which proceedings are to be had, with a 
written statement that they are all the papers found, and in the coudi- 
tion in which they were found, or explaining the absence of any docu- 
ments or papers, or any change in their condition He snali send to 
said court, as witnesses, the master, one or more of the other officers, 
the supercargo, purser, or agent of the prize, and any | erson found on 
board whom he may suppose to be interested in, or to have know- 
ledge respecting, the title, national character, or destination of the prize. 
He shali send the prize, with the documents, papers, and witnesses, 
under charge of a c»mpetent prize master and priz* crew, into port for 
adjudication, explaining the absence of any usual witnesses ; and, in the 
absence of iostructions from superior authority as to the port to which 
it shall be sent, he shall select such port as he shall deem most conven- 
jent, in view of the interests of probable claimants as well as of the cap- 
tors. Ifthe captured vessel or any part of the captured property is not 
in condition to be sent in for adjudication, a survey shall be had thereon 
an appraisement made by persons as competent and impartial a3 can 
be obtained, and their reports shall be sent to the court in which pro- 
ceedings are to be had ; and such property, unless appropriated for the 
use of the Government, shall be sold by the authority of the command. 
ing officer oa and the proceeds deposited with the Assistant 
the United States nearest to said court, and subject to its 


cause. 
2 And be it further enacted, That if any veesel of the United 
sbali claim to sbare in the prize, either as having made the ca; 


out a written statement of his claim, with the grounds on which it is 
rested, the principal facts tending to show what vessels made the cap- 
ture, and what vessels were within signal distance of those making the 
capture, with reasonable particularity as to time, distances, localities, 
and signals made, seen or answered ; and such statement of claim shall 
be signed by him and sent to the court in which proceedings shal! be 
had, and shall be filed in the cause, 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted, That it shall be the duty of the prize 
master to make his way diligently to the selected port, and there imme- 
diately deliver to a prize commissioner the documents and papers and 
the inventory thereof, and make affidavit that they are the same and in 
the same condition as delivered to him, or explaining any absence or 
change of condition therein, and that the prize property is in the same 
con sition as delivered to him, or explaining any loss or damage thereto ; 
and he shall farther report to the District Attorney, and give to him ali 
the information in his possession respecting the prize and her capture; 
and he shall deliver over the persons sent as witnesses to the custody 
of the marshal, and shall retain the prize in his custody until it shall be 
taken therefrom by process from the prize court. 

Sec. 4. And be it further enacted, That the Attorney of the United 
States for the district shall immediately file a libel against such prize 
property, and sha!) forthwith obtain a warrant from the court directing 

the marshal to take it into his custody, and shall proceed diligently to 

obtain a condemnation and distribution thereof, and to that end shall see 
that the proper preparatory evidence is taken by the prize commission- 
ers, and that the prize commissioners also take the depositions de bene 
esso of the prizz crew and other transient persons cognizant of any facts 
bearing on condemnation or distribution. It shall aleo be the duty of 
the District Attorney to represent the interests of the United States in 
all prize causes, and he shall not act as separate counsel for the captors, 
on any private retainer or compensation from them, unless in a question 
between the claimants and the —— on a demand for damages. The 
District Attorney shall examine all fees, costs and expenses sought to be 
charged on the prize funa, and protect the interrsts of the captors and 
of the United States, The district attorneys of all districts in which any 
prize causes are or may be pending shall as often as once in three 
mouths send to the Secretary of the Navy a statement of the condition 
of all prize causes pending in their districts, in such form and embrac- 
ing such particulars as the Secretary of the Navy shill require. 

sec. 5. And be it further enacted, That any district court may appoint 
prize commissioners, not exceeding three in number, of whom one shall 
be a retired naval officer, approved by the Secretary of the Navy, who 
shall receive no other compensation than his pay in the Navy, and who 
shall protect the in:erests of the captors and of the Department of the 
Navy in the prize property, and at least one of the others shall bea 
member of the bar of the court, of not less than three years’ standing, 
and acquainted with the taking of depositions. 

Sec. 6. And be it further enacled, That the prize commissioners, or 
one of them, shall receive from the prize master the documents and 
papers and inventory thereof, and shall take the affidavit of the prize 
master hereinbefore requirsd, and shall forthwith take the testimony of 
the witnesses sent in, separate from each other, or interrogatories pre- 
scribed by the court, in the manner usual ia prize courts ; and the wit- 
nesses shall not be permitted to see the interrogatories, documents or 
papers, or to consult with counsel or with any persons interested, with- 
out special authority from the court ; and the witnesses who have the 
rights of neutrals shall be aischarged as soon as practicable. The prize 
commissioners shall also take depositions de bene esse of the prize crew 
and others, at the request of the District Attorney, on interrogatories 
prescribed by the court. They shall also, as soon as any prize property 
comes withiu the district for adjudication, examine the same and make 
an inventory thereof, founded on an actual examination, and report to 
the court whether any part of it isin a condition requiring immediate 
sale for the interests of all parties, and notify the District Attorney 
thereof ; and if it be necessary to the examination or making of the in- 
ventory that the cargo be unladen, they shall apply to the court for an 
order to the marshal to unlade the same, and shall from time to time 
report to the court anything relating to the condition of the property or 
its custody or disposal which may require apy action by the court, but 
the custody of the property shall be only in the marshal. They shall 
diso seasonably return into court sealed and secured from inspection, 
the documents and papers which shall come to their hanes, duly 
scheduled and numbered, and tue other preparatory evidence, and the 
evidence taken de bene esse, and their own inventory of the prize pro- 
perty ; and if the captured veszel or any of its cargo or stores are such 
that, in their judgment, may be vseful to the Government in war, they 
shall report the same to the Secretary of the Navy. 

Sec. 7. And be it further enacted, that the marshal shall safely keep 
all prize property under warrant from the court, and shall report to the 
court any cargo or other property that be thinks requires to be unladen 
and stored or to be sold. He shall insure prize property if, in bis judg- 
ment, it is for the interest of all concerned. He shall keep in his cus- 
tody all persons found on board a prize and sent in as witnesses, until 
they are released by the prize commissioners or'the court. If asale of 
property is ordered, he shail sell the same in the manner required by 
the court, and collect the purchase money, and forthwith deposit the 

gross proceeds of the sales with the Assistant Treasurer of the United 

States nearest the place of sale, subject to the order of the court in the 
particular cause ; and each marshai shall forward to the Secretary of 
the Navy, whenever and as often as he may require it, a full statement 
of the condition of each prize and of the disposition made thereof. 

Sec. 8. And be it further , That, whenever any prize property 
shall be condemned, or shall at any stage of the proceedings be found 
by the court to be perishing, perishable, or liable to deteriorate or de- 
preciate, or whenever the costs of keeping the same shall be dispropor- 
tionate to its value, it shall be the duty of the court to order a sale 
thereof ; and whenever, after the return day on the libel, all the parties 
in interest who have appeared in the cause shall agree thereto, the court 
is authorized to make such order, and no appeal shall operate to pre- 
vent the making or execution of such order. The Secretary of the Navy 
shail employ an auctioneer or auctioneers of known skill ia the branch 
of business to which any sale pertains, to make the sale, but the sale 
shall be conducted under the supervision of the marshal, and the col- 
lecting and depositing of the gross proceeds shall be by the marshal, or 
his agent. Before any sale, full catalogues and schedules shall be pre- 
pared and circulated, and a copy of each returned by the marshal to the 
court im each cause. All sales shall be advertised fully and conspic- 
uously, in newspapers ordered by the court, and by posters, and the 
marshal shall, at least five days before the sale, serve notice thereof 
upon the naval prize commissioner, and the goods shall be open to in- 
spection at Jeast three days before the sale. 

Sec. 9. And be it further enacted, That in case a decree of condemna- 
tion shall be rendered, the court shall consider the claims of all vessels 
to participate in the proceeds, and for that purpose sball, at as early a 
stage of the cause as possible, order testimony to be taken tending to 
show what part should be awarded to the captors, and what vessels are 

entitled to share, and such testimony may be sworn to before any judge 

or commissioner of the courts of the United States, consul or commer- 
cial agent of the United States, or notary public, or any officer of the 
Navy highest in rank reasonably accessible tothe deponent. The court 

siall make a decree of distribution, determining what vessels are enti- 

tled to share in the prize, and whether the prize was of superior, equal 

or inferior force to the vessel or vessels making the capture. And said 

decree shall recite the amouat of the gross proceeds of the prize subject 

to the order of the court, and the amount deducted therefrom for costs 

and expenses, and the amount remaining for distribution, and whether 

the whole of such residue is to go to the captors, or one-half to the cap- 

tors apd one-half to the United States. 

Sec. 10, And be it further enacted, That the net proceeds of all property 

condemned as prize shall, when the prize was of superior or equal force 

to the vessel or vessels making the capture, be decreed to the captors ; 

and when of inferior force, one-half shall be decreed to the United States 

and the other half to the captors : Provided, That in case of privateers 

and letters of marque the whole shall be decreed to the captors, unless 

it ehall be otherwise provided in the commissions issued to such vessels. 

All vessels of the Navy within signal distance of the vessel or vessels 

making the capture, under such circumstances and in such condition as 

to be able to render effective aid if required, shall share in the prize ; 

and in case of vessels not of the Navy, none shall be entitled to share 

except the vessel or vessels making the capture, in which term shall be 

included veszels present at the capture and rendering actual assistance 

in the capture. All prize money adjudged to the captors shall be dis- 

tributed in the following proportions, namely :— 

First. To the commanding officer of a fieet or squadron, one-twentieth 
part of all prize money awarded to any vessel or vessels under his im- 
mediate command. 

Second. Whenever the commanding officer of a fleet or squadron 
shall order a division of such fleet or squadron to blockade or other de- 
tached iuty, under the immediate command of an officer, and capture 
shall be made by vessel or vessels of such division while on such 
detached duty, the oue-twentieth part of such prize money shall be di- 
vided equally between the commanding officer of the fleet, squadron, or 
station, and the officer in command of such division. 

Third. To the fleet captain, one-hundredth part of all prize money 





ture, or as having been within distance of the vessel or 
making the capture, the officer of such vessel shal] make 


board of which he is serving at the time of such capture ; and in such 
case he shall share, in proportion to his pay, with the other officers and 
men on board such vessel, as is herei.after provides. 

Fourth. To the commander of a :i.gle ship, one-tenth part of all the 
prize money awarded to the ship under his command, if such ship at the 
time of the capture was under the immediate command of the com. 
mandivg officer of a fleet or squadron, and three-twentieths if his ship 
was acting independently of such superior officer. 

Fifth. After the foregoing deductions, the residue shall be distributeg 
and proportioned among all others doing duty on board (inclucing the 
fleet captain), and borne upon the books of the ship, ia proportion to 
their respective rates of pay in tue service. 

No commanding officer of a fleet or squadron shall be entitled to re. 
ceive any share of prizes captured by any vessel or vessels not under 
his i diat d, nor of such prizes as may have been captured 
by any ships or vessels intended to be placed under his command, be- 
fore they have acted under his immediate orders ; nor shall the com. 
manding officer of a fleet or squadron, leaving the station where he bag 
command, bave avy share in the prizes taken by ships left on auch stg. 
tion after he has gone out of the limits of his said command, nor after 
he has transferred his command to a successor. No officer or other 
person who shall have been temporarily absent on duty from a vesge} 
on the books of which he continued to be borne, while so absent, shall 
be deprived, in consequence of such absence, of any prize money to 
which he would otherwise be entitled ; and they shall continue to share 
in the captures of the vessels to which they are attached until regulariy 
discharged therefrom. ‘ 

Sec. 11. And be it further enacted, That a bounty shall be paid by the 

United States for each person on board any ship or vessel-of-war belong. 
ing to an enemy at the commencement of an engagement, which shal} 
be sunk or otherwise destroyed in such engagement by any ship or ves. 
sel belonging to the United States, or which it may be necessary to 
destroy in consequence of injuries sustained in action, of one hundred 
dollars, if the enemy’s vessel was of inferior force, and of two hundred 
dollars, if of equal or superior, to be divided among the officers and 
crew in the same manner as prize money ; and when the actual number 
of men on board any such vessel cannot be satisfactorily ascertained, 
it shail be estimated according to the complement allowed to vessels of 
its class in the Navy of the United States ; and there shall be paid as 
bounty to the captors of any vessel-of-war captured from an enemy, 
which they may be instructed to destroy, or which shall be immediately 
destroyed for the public interest, but not in consequence of injuries re 
ceived in action, fifty dollars for every person who shall be on board at 
the time of such capture. Ali ransom money, salvage, bounty, or pro- 
ceeds of condemned property, accruing or awarded to apy vessel of the 
Navy, shall be distributed and paid to the officers and men entitled 
thereto in the same manner as prize money, under the direction of the 
Secretary of the Navy. 


Sec. 12. And be it further enacted, That every assignment of prize or 
bouaty money or wages, and all powers of attorney or other authority 
to draw, receipt for or transfer the same, shall be void unless the same 
be attested by the captain or other commanding officer and the pay- 
master ; and in case of any assignment of wages, the same shall specify 
the precise time when they commence. But the commanding officer of 
every vessel is required to discourage his crew from selling avy part of 
their prize money or wages, and never to attest any power of attorney 
until he is satisfied that the same is not granted in consideration of 
money given for the purchase of prize money or wages. 

Sec. 13. And be it further enacted, 'lbat appeals from the district courts 
of the United States in prize causes shall be directly to the Supreme 
Court, and shall be made within thirty days of the rendering of the de- 
cree appealed from, unless the court shall previously have extended the 
time for cause shown in the particular case, and the Supreme Court 
shall always be open for the entry of such appeals. Such appeals may 
be claimed whenever the amount in controversy exceeds two thousand 
dollars, and, in other cases, on the certificate of the district judge that 
the adjudication involves a question of general importance. Notwith- 
standing such appeal, the district court may make and execute all neces- 
sary orders for the custody and disposal of the prize property, and, in 
case of appeal from a decree of condemnation, may stil! proceed to make 
a decree of distribution so far as to determine what share of the prize 
shail go to the captors, and what vessels are entitled to participate there- 
in. Any prize cause now pending in any circuit court shall, on the ap 

plication of all parties in iaterest who have appeared in the cause, be 
transferred by that court to the Supreme Court ; and such transfer may 
be made, in the discretion of the court, and on such terms as it may 
direct, on the application of any party : Provided That if the amount in 

controversy does not exceed two thousand dollars, such trans’er shall 

not be made unless the court shall certify that the adjudication involves 

a question of genezal importance. All appeals to the Suppeme Court 
from the circuit court in prize causes now remaining thercin shall be 
claimed and allowed in the same manner as in cases of appeal from the 
district court to the Supreme Court. In apy case of appeal or transier, 
the court below, or the appellate court, may order any original docu- 
ment or other evidence to be sent up, in addition to the copy of the re- 
cord, or in lieu of a copy of a part thereof. 

Sec. 14. And be it further enacted, That the court may require any 
party at any stage of thecause, and on claiming an appeal, to give secu- 
rity for costs. 

Bec. 15. And be it further enacted, That all costs and all expenses inci- 

dent to the bringing in, custody, preservation, insurance, sale, or other 

disposal of prize property, when allowed by the court, shall be a charge 

upon the same and be paid therefrom, unless the court shall decree res- 

titution free from such charge. No psyments shall be made from any 

prize fund except upon the order of the court. All charges for work 





and labor, materials furnished, or money paid, shall be supported by 


affidavit or vouchers.

shall be sent to the court in which proceedings are to be had; and if 
taken afterwards, sufficient notice shall first be given to enable the court 
to have the property appraised for the protection of the rights of claim- 
ants and captors. In all cases of prize property heretofore taken for or 
appropriated to the use of the Government, or that shall hereafter be so 
taken or appropriated, the department for whose use it was or shall be 
taken or appropriated, shall deposit the value thereof with the Assistant 
Treasurer of the United States nearest to the place of the session of the 
court, subject to the order of the court in the cause. 

Sec. 28. And be it further enacted, That in case of any capture hereto- 
fore made or that shall hereafter be made, if, by reason of its condition 
or because the whole has been appropriated to the use of the United 
States, no part of the captured property has been or can be sent in for 
adjudication, or if the captured property be entirely lost or destroyed, 
proceedings for adjudication may be commenced in any district the Sec- 
retary of the Navy may designate ; and in any such case the proceeds 
of anything sold, or the value of anything taken or appropriated, for the 
use of the Government, shall be deposited with the Assistaat Treasurer 
ia or nearest to that district, subject to the order of the court in the 
cause. If, where no property can be sent in for adjudication, the Secre- 
tary of the Navy shail not, within three months after any capture, de- 
Signate a district for the institution of proceedings, the captors may in- 
Stitute proceedings for adjudication in any district. And if in any case 
of capture no proceedings for adjudicacion shall be commenced within a 
reasonable time, any parties claiming the captured property may, in 
any district court as a court of prize, move for a monition to show cause 
why such proceedings shall not be commenced, or institute an original 
Suit in such court for restitution, and the monition issued in either case 
shall be served on the Attorney of the United States for the district, and 
on the Secretary of the Navy, as well as on such other persons as the 
court shall order to be notified. 

Sec. 29. And be it further enacted, That when any vessel or other pro- 
perty shall have beancaptured by any force hostile to the United States 
and shall be recaptured, and it shall appear to the court that the same 

not been condemned as prize before its recapture, by any compe- 
tent authority, the court shall award a meet and competent sum as sa!- 
vage, according to the circumstances of each case ; and, if the captured 
Property belonged to the United States, it shall be restored to the United 
States, and there shall be paid from the treasury of the United States 
the salvage costs, and expenses ordered by the court ; and if the recap- 
tared property belonged to persons residing within or under the protec- 
tion of the United States, the court shall adjudge the property to be re- 
Stored to its owners, upon their claim, on the payment of such sum as 
the court may award as salvage, costs, and expenses ; and if the recap- 
tured property belonged to any person permanentiy resident within the 
territory and under the protection of any foreign prince, government, or 
state in amity with the United States, and by the law or usage of such 
Prince, government or state the property of a citizen of the United States 
would be restored under like circumstances of recapture, it shall be ad- 
Judged to be restored to such owner upon his claim, upon such terms as 
by the law or usage of such prince, government, or state would be re- 
of a citizen of the United States under like circumstances of re- 
Capture ; and when no such law or usage shall be known, it shall be ad- 





jadged to be restored upon the payment of such salvage, costs, and ex- 
penses as the court shall order : Provided, That nothing in this act shall 
be construed to contravene any treaty of the United States. And the 
whole amount awarded as salvage shall be decreed to the captors, and 
no part to the United States, and shall be distributed as in the case of 
proceeds of property condemned as prize. 

_ Bec. 30. And be tt further enacted, That if it shall appear to the court, 
in the case of any prize property ordered to be sold, that it will be for 
the interest of all parties to have it sold in another district, the court 
may direct the marshal to transfer the same to the district selected by 
the court for the sale, and to insure the same with proper orders as to 
the time and manner of selling the same. And it shall be the duty of 
the marshal so to transfer the praperty, and keep and sell the same in 
like manner as if the property were in his own district, and he shall de- 
posit the gross proceeds of the sale with the Assistant Treasurer nearest 
to the place of sale, subject to the order of the court in which the agju- 
dication thereon is pending; and the necessary expense attending the 
insuring, transferring, receiving, keeping and selling the said property 
shall be a charge thereupon and upon the proceeds thereof ; and wher- 
ever any such expense is paid in advance by the marshal and he shall 
not be repaid from the proceeds, any amount not so repaid he shall be 
allowed asin case of expenses incurred in suits in which the United 
States is a party.

connected with the proceediugs, with intent to defraud, delay or injure 
the United States, or any captor or claimant of such preperty, he shall, 
on conviction, be punished by a fine not exceeding ten thousand dollars, 
or by imprisonment not exceeding five years, or both, at the discretion 
of the court.

VARIOUS NAVAL MATTERS. 





Stoop St. Louis, 16, Commander G. H. Preble, was at Algesiras 
June 7, waiting orders. 

Masor Addison Farland, commandant of marines at the San 
Francisco Navy Yard, is dead. 

Tue gunboat Galatea was spoken June 22, lat. 33 23, lon. 76 29, 
cruising; all well. 

The U. 8S. steamer Kearsage was in Flushing Road on the 12th of 
June, and passed Deal on the 13th June, bound west. 


Tue following vessels were at Pensacola, June 15 :—Lackawana, 
Seminole, Metacomet, Owasco, Pembina, Cowslip, Glasgow, Jassamine 
Potomac. ’ 

Scrczon Edward F. Corson, of the Mohican, died at his father’s 
residence at Plymouth, Pa., on the 22d ult., of a fever contracted in 
the discharge of his duty. He was one of the youngest surgeons 
in the service, but stood high in his profession. 


Tue San Francisco Chamber of Commerce and Board of Super- 
visors will memorialize the Governor, urging that the iron-clad 
Camanche be constructed forthwith. All her parts have been saved, 
but the contractors refused to do the work on account of the depre- 
ciation of greenbacks, since their contract, made eighteen months 
ago. 

A COMMUNICATION has been received by the Navy Department, 
from Admiral D. D. Porter, giving the particulars of the expedition 
up the Atchafalaya River, by Lieutenant-Commander Rameel, with 
the steamers Chilicothe, Neosho and Fort Hindman. When about a 
mile and a half from Semmesport, a battery from the shore opened 
upon them. The rebels were driven away, and the battery, contain- 
ing two 32-pounder Parrots, was captured. One of the guns, how- 
ever, was burst; the other has been sent to Cairo. Our loss was 
small—one man only being wounded, it is thought, mortally. 

Tue U. 8. steamer Eufaw has received orders to report for block. 
ade duty off Wilmington. She was, at last accounts, at Norfolk, 
for the purpose of exchanging her heavy guns for some of smaller 
calibre, and was to proceed to sea as soon as she was in readiness. 
She has hitherto been attached to the James River fleet, and was 
relieved by the U. S. steamer Sassacus. The iron-clad monitor Te- 
cumseh has been ordered for duty off Mobile. 

Ox Friday the 17th inst., the 100-pounder rifled Parrott in the gun- 
boat Commodore Perry, in the James River, burst at the breech, in- 
stantly killing one man and wounding six others. On the day pre. 
vious the Commodore Perry had opened fire, tor the second time, on 
the rebel Fort Clifton with the heavy rifled Parrott, and did consid- 
erable execution. Two of the rebel guns were dismounted and 
broken in two pieces. 

Tue following additional prize cases have been adjudicated by 
the Fourth Auditor, and are ready for payment:—Fort Henry, cap” 
tured Martha Jane, Emma, Isabella, and 250 bushels corn. James L. 
Davis, captured 64 bales of cotton. De Soto, captured Montgomery. 
Gem of the Seas, captured Richard. San Jacinto, captured Lizzie 
Davis. Sagamore, captured 11 barrels turpentine. Roebuck, captur- 
ed 10% bales of cotton. Adolph Hugel, captured cargo of the schoon- 
er Kate. Norfolk Packet, captured Ocean Bird. 

Tue New Ironsides, which arrived at Philadelphia on Friday of 
last week, has been on duty in Charleston harbor for eighteen 
months, and during that time has participated in eighteen engage- 
ments, in all of which only one man was killed, Acting Ensign 
Charles W. Howard, and a sailor wounded. She was hit 221 times 
in one engagement. Only two of the shots penetrated her; one of 
these was at the bow and the other at the stern, doing but very little 
damage. In one engagement, lasting four hours and ten minutes, 
they fired 723 shells, weighing 155 pounds each. On another occa- 





sion they fired 387 shells in three hours and ten minutes. The work 
of repairing her will begin at once. The following is a list of her 
officers :—Commodore, Stephen 0, Rowan; Lieutenant-Command- 
er, George E. Belknap; Surgeon, M. Duvall; Paymaster, George 
Plunkett; Chief Engineer, Alexander Greer; Lieutenants, H. B.

Ow the afternoon of June 15, 1864, while the crew of the U. 8. 
flagship Powhatan were furling sail in the harbor of Cape Haytien, 
St. Domingo, one of the sailors fell from the topsail yard, and, 
although his fall was much broken by striking the awning in his 
descent, the poor fellow died from the effects of the injury received 
the next day. The deceased was an active young man, and much 
beloved by both the officers and his shipmates. He left a mother 
who depended on him entirely for support. Contributions to the 
amount of over one thousand dollars were immediately subscribed 
among the oflicers and crew of the Powhatan for the deceased’s 
mother. 


Tue Bermudas Royal Gazette, a file of which to June 14 has been 
received, records the recent arrival at that place of various steamers, 
with valuable cargoes, from Wilmington, North Carolina. On the 
4th, stermer Lyrv, Captain Reid, arrived from Wilmington, N. O., 
with 621 bales of cotton; on the 7th the steamer Indez, Captain 
Marshall, arrived with 803 bales of cotton and 208 boxes of tobacco ; 
on the 8th, steamer Aflanta, Captain Howe, arrived from same port, 
with 536 bales of cotton, 155 half tierces and 527 boxes of tobacco ; 
on the 9th, steamer Celestia, Captain Usina, arrived from same port, 
with 594 bales of cotton and a quantity of turpentine; on the 11th, 
steamer City of Petersburg arrived from same port with 810 bales of 
cotton and a quantity of tobacco. 


Tue U. 8. steamer Unadilla, 7, Lieutenant Commanding James 
Stillwell, arrived at Philadelphia on the 28th, from the South At- 
lantic Blockade Squadron. The Unadiila comes North for repairs 
to her hull and engine. 


Tue proceedings of the Court of Inquiry at the Charlestown 
Yard, in the case of Com. Stephen D. Trenchard, U. 8S. N , com- 
manding the U. 8. steamer Rhode Island, charged with violating the 
territorial jurisdiction of Great Britain by pursuing and firing into 
the British steamer Margaret and Jessie within the said jurisdiction, 
has been concluded. The court is of opinion that Commander 
Trenchard was desirous and anxious to avoid any violation of said 
jurisdiction, and are also of opinion that no violation of it was com- 
mitted. Although the proceedings have not been approved by the 
Secretary of the Navy, yet Commander Trenchard is virtually ex- 
onorated from all blame, and will be restored to his command. 


Orpers have been received at the Charlestown Yard for the im- 
mediate ccnstruction of another steam sloop-of-war of about 300 
feet in length and 2,000 tons burthen. Her frame will be set upon 
the ways near the dry dock. The Ammonoosuc and Pompanoosuc 
are planked up and will be cumpleted with dispatch. The iron-clad 
Monadnock lies under the shears at the lower yard, and will not be 
ready for service for several weeks. The number of men on board 
the receiving ship is now over one thousand. 


Art the Brooklyn Navy Yard there are at present under the care 
of the officers, either fitting out, repairing or being built, thirty-one 
steamers and other vessels. The vessels which have sailed the past 
week have been the steam-tugs Union and Queen on the 234, also the 
steam-tug Glide on the 25th of May, and the steamer Rachel Seaman 
onthe 28th. The Weplune arrived on the 24th, and the Zahoma on 
the 29th. The steamer Susquehanna has bad some difficulty in get- 
ting her engines ; but this overcome, they are now complete, and sle 
will probably be ready for sea in about two weeks. The Mercury 
will be ready for service in a week, also the tug-boats Juniper and 
Verbena are expected to be complete within the week. The Iroquois 
has her officers on board, and is waiting orders. The supply eteamer 
Newbern leaves for the North Atlantic Squadron July 2d; the 
steamer Admiral for the Gulf on the same day. She will not stop 
at Port Royal; but will land mails and passengers at Key West.

BELLIGERENT CRUISERS. 


Tue following important instructions have just been sent 
by the English government to the Governors of colonies, 
respecting the treatment of prizes captured by Federal or 


Confederate cruisers, if brought into British waters :— 
Downino Street, June 2, 1864. 

Six:—I think it wellto communicate to you the decisions at 
which her Majesty’s government have crrived on certain questions 
which have arisen respecting the treatment of prizes captured by 
Federal or Confederate cruisers, if brought into British waters :— 

1. If any prize captured by a ship-of-war of either of the belligerent 
powers shall be brought by the captors within her Majesty’s juris- 
diction, notice shall be given by the Governor to the captors imme- 
diately to depart and remove such prize 

2. A vessel which shall have been actually and bona fide converted 
into and used as a public vessel of war, shall not be deemed to be a 
prize, within the meaning of these rules. 

3. If any prize shall be brought within her Majesty’s jurisdiction 
through mere stress of weather or other extreme and unavoidable 
necessity, the Governor may allow for her removal such time as he 
may consider to be necessary. 

4. If any prize shall not be removed at the time prescribed to the 
captors by the Governor, the Governor may detain such prize until 
her Majesty’s pleasure shall be made known. 

5. If any prize shall have been ee be violation of the 
territory or territorial waters of her Majesty, the Governor may de- 
tain such prize until her Majesty’s pleasure shall be made known. 

Her Majesty’s government have not thought it necessary to make 
any addition to the instructions already given with respect to car- 
goes, viz:—that her Majesty’s orders apply as much to prize 
of every kind which may brought by any armed or priva- 
teers of either belligerent into British waters as to the capt ves- 
eels themselves. ‘They do not, however, apply to any articles which 
may have formed part of any such cargoes if brought within British 
jurisdiction, not by armed ships or privateers of either t, 
but by other persons who may have acquired or may claim property 
in them by reason of any dealings with the captors. 

These rules are for the guidance of the executive authority, and 
are not intended to interfere in any way with the process of any 
court of justice.

SIXTY-EIGHTH DISPATCH. 
Wasnineton, Tuesday, June 28. 
To Major-General Dix :— 


A dispatch from Lieutenant-General Grant, dated yesterday, the 27th, 
at 3:80 P. M., at bis headquarters, reports jno operations in front except 
from our own guns, which fire into the bridge at Petersburgh from a 
distance of two thousand yards. The dispatch gives the following intel- 
ligence from rebel papers :—A Petersburgh paper of the 25th inst. states 
that General Hunter is striking for Jackson River depot, about forty 
miles north of Salem, and says that if he reaches Covington, which they 
suppose he will do with most of his forces, but with loss of material, he 
wilt be safe. 

The same paper accuses General Hunter of desi-oying a great amount 
— Property, and stealing a large number «f wagons, horses and 
cattle. 


The game paper also states that General Wilson destroyed a train of 
ears, loaded with cotton and furniture, burned the d»pot br:idings, &c., 
at Barkeeville, and destroyed some of the track, ana ws stii! pushing 
South. All the railroads ing into Richmond are now destroyed, and 
some of them badly. 

A dispatch from General Sherman, received this morning, reports 
that yesterday, June 27, an unsuccessful attack was made by our forces 
on the enemy’s position, which resulted in a loss of between two and 
three thousand. The following particulars are given :— 

Pursuant tu my orders of the 24th inst. a diversion was made on each 
fiank of the enemy especially down the Sandtown road. At 8 A. mM. 
General McPherson attacked at the southwest end of Kensaw, and Gene- 
rai Thomas at a point about a mile further south. At the same time the 
skirmishers and artillery along the whole line kept up a sharp fire. 
Neither attack succeeded, though both columns reached the enemy’s 
works which are very strong.

The loss is particularly heavy in general ‘field officers. General Har- 
ker is reported mortally wounded ; also, Colonel Dan. McCook, com- 
manding a brigade ; Colonel Rice, Fifty-seventh Obio, very seriously. — 

Lyon Baindell, Fortieth Illinois, and Augustine, Filty-fifth Illinois, 
are killed. 

General McPherson took one hundred prisoners and General Thomas 
about as many, but I do not suppose we inflicted a heavy loss on the 
enemy, as he kept clear behind bis parapets. 

No other military intelligence has been received by the Department.

1. A. H. Markland, an authorized agent of the Post Office De- 
partment, at City Point, Va., will receive and forward all army 
mails to their destination. Commanders of armies or departments 
will, on his application, detail from the ranks to report to him such 
aesistants as may be necessary to enable him promptly to discharge 
bie duties. 

2. Army corps commanders will appoint from officers disabled 
for field service or from non-commissioned officers, persons to act as 
corps postmaaters, whose duty it will be to collect and send forward 
to the agent of the Post Office Department at City Point all mail 
matter from their respective corps, and to receive and distribute 
gooperty and promptly all mail matter that may arrive at City Point 

same. 


8. Corps postmasters will put up in neatly-tied packages all let- 
ters received by them, the paid letters separate from the unpaid let- 
ters, marking each package “ paid” or “ unpaid,” as the case may 

aid direct them to the proper distributing post office. 
. The agent of the Post Office Department will furnish twine 
and wrapping-paper on requisition of corps postmasters.

The attention of Boards of Enrollment is called to Section 6 of 
the Act amendatory of the Enrollment Act, which is in the follow-

And be tt further That Boards of Enrollment 
shall enroll all persons liable to d under the provisions of this 
Act, and the Act to which this is an amendment, whose names 
may have been omitted by the proper enrolling officers, all 8 
who shall arrive at the age of 20 years before the draft, al aliens 
who shall declare their intention to become citizen, all persons dis- 
charged from the military or naval service of the United States who 
have not been in such service two years during the present war, 

all persons who have been exempted under the provisions of 

the second section of the Act to which this is an amendment, but 

who are not exempted by the provisions of this Act; and said 

Boards of Enroliment shall reloase and discharge from draft all per- 

sons who, between the time of the enrollment and draft, shal! have 

arrived at the age of 45 years, and shall strike the names of such 
sons from the enrollment.”

The name of the person whom the recruit represents will be noted 
on the enlistment and descriptive roll of the recruit, and will be car- 
ried forward from those papers to the other official records which 
form his military history. 

Suitably Te ae certificates of this personal representation in the 
service will be forwarded from this office, to be filled out and and is- 
sued by Provost-Marshals to the persons who put in representative 
recruits.

An act relating to members of Congress, heads of Departments, and 
and other officers of the Government. 

jt enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United States of America in Congress assembled, That no member 
of the Senate or House of Representatives shall, after his election 
and during his continuance in office, nor shall any head of a Depart- 
ment, head of a bureau, clerk, or any other officer of the Govern- 
ment, receive or agree to receive, any compensation whatsoever, di- 
rectly or indirectly, for any services rendered, or to be rendered, after 
the passage of this act, to any person, either by himself or another, 
in relation to any proceeding, contract, claim, controversy, charge, ac- 
cusation, arrest, or other matter or thing in which the United States 
is a party, or directly or indirectly interested, before any Department, 
court-martial, bureau, officer, or any civil, military, or naval com- 
mission whatever. And any person oflending against any provision 
of this act shall, on conviction thereof, be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and be punished by a fine not ding ten th d dol- 
lara, and by imprisonment for a term not exceeding two years, at the. 
discretion of the court trying the same, and shall be, forever there 
after, incapable of holding any office of honor, trust, or profit under 





the Government of the United States.

COMMUTATION OF FUEL AND QUARTERS. 
War DEPARTMENT, ADJUTANT GENERAL’S OFFICE,

General Orders No. 208. 

All buildings and structures of whatever kind, or tents in the 
session of the authorities of the United States, are to be regarded, 
for the time being, as the property of the Government, and are to be 
used and accounted for as such. Officers or enlisted men quartered 
in such structures or tents in the possession of the United States, no 
matter whether contiscated, or merely seized and possessed by Gov- 
ecnment authority, are deemed to be furnished with quarters by the 
Government. No such officer or enlisted man is, therefore, entitled 
to commutation of fuel and quarters ; and any commutation paid in 
such cases, will be immediately refunded. Officers of the Quar- 
termaster’s Department who have paid commutation in such 
cases, or to any officer serving personally in the field, will im- 
mediately report the amount, time and place of such payments, and 
the names of those to whom they have been made, to the Paymaster 
General, in order that they may be deducted on the accounts of those 
who have received them. 

It shall hereafter be the duty of all inspecting officers to examine 
into and report upon all matters connected with the execution of 
this order.

Tue Orriczer AND HIS Mgen.—The following observa- 
tions by the late Sir Henry Lawrence are worthy the 
attentive consideration of every officer :— 

The moral character of a regiment, be it good or bad, 
fairly reflects the amount of interest taken by the officers in 
the well-being of their men. The soldier wanders out of 
garrison or cantonments, and commits excesses abroad, be- 
cause he has no inducement to remain within the precincts 
of the barrack square. He goes abroad in search of amuse- 
ment, and he finds not amusement but excitement, leading 
him on to ruin. This would not happen if regimental offi- 
cers did their duty to their men. It is not merely the duty 
of an officer to attend parade, to manceuvre @ company or 
regiment, to mount guard, to sanction promotions, to see 
the pay issued, to sign monthly returns, and to wear a coat 
with a standing collar. The officer has higher duties to 
perform; a duty to his Sovereign, a duty to his neighbors, 
a duty to his God, not to be discharged by the simple ob- 
servance of these military formalities. He stands in loco 
parentis—he is the father of his men. His treatment of 
them should be such as to call for their reverence and 
affection, and incite in them a strong feeling of shame on 
being detected by him in the commission of unworthy 
actions. It is his duty to study their characters, to interest 
himself in their pursuits, to enhance their comforts, to assist 
and encourage with counsel and praise every good effort, to 
extend his sympathy to them in distress, to console them in 
affliction, to show by every means in his power that though 
exiles from home, and aliens from their kindred, they have 
yet a friend upon earth who will not desert These 
are the duties of an officer; and duties, too, which cannot. 
be performed without an abundant recompense.
